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T]kOUGH by the Law o( Natute all thinga 
were common, and all perfons equal, there 
being neither meum nor fuum^ king nor fubjeft ; yct^ 
Wheh this law came to be limited by] the law of 
hations, ahd property came to be claimed, it natu- 
rally caufed trade and commerce j whereupon fovc-» 
reign princes becariie abfolutcly neceflary to maintain 
and^ defend fuch property ^and commerces and, in 
order to fupport them in their adminiftrations of 
government, and to defray the cxpcnces which they 
mufl: neceffarily incurs in maintaining ambafTadors at 
foreign courts, principally to procure juftice to be 
done to merchants ; their charges of procuring trea* 
ties with foreign princes for the advancement of 
trade, and of maintaining a navy for the defence of 
the merchants, by protefting them- at fea from ene- 
mies and piratesj and alfo their charges jn fupporting 
a (tourt of admiralty for the deciding of maritime 
caufesj. they feetn originally to have taken fubfidics, 
tributes, -or cuftoms, by virtue of the prerogative in- 
herent to their crowns, as given to them by the law 
of nations, quaji minifieriorum fuorum Jlipendia : which 
having been cuftomary to have been paid time out of 
mind, were accounted as an eftate of inheritance an- 
nexed to their crowns. 

In England, whatever was given to the king by 
parliament, to aflift him on extraordinary occafions, 
wias called a fubftdy. The money fo given was in 
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Juhfti'um Tcgisy an aid to the king^ the better to prot 
vide for the dignity of the crown, or the fafety of the^ 
nation, in cafes where the ftanding revenue was not 
fufticient. In the very early times of the conftitution, 
there was no room for the^ demand of any fubfic^^ 
for, if we may believe Ordericus Vitalis*, fol. 523, 
the revenue of the Conqueror, arifingfrom his de- 
mefnes and quit-rents, befidtes fines and other cafuat 
profits, amounted to 1061 pounds a (]ay,^ j^aid ilk 
fterling money. But, thou^ h^ liriay be imlbki^h 
as to the faA, that fuch large payments were made 
in ready money, yet it is certain, from Domes-da/ 
Book, that a multitude of rents were referved^ anti 
paid to the king in mo(\ey, notwjthftanding tntf 
aflcrtion of Geryafe of Tilbury, in his DialQgue of 
the Exchequer, Book I, chap. 7^ that the king's rent* 
were piaid. in cattle and prgyifions till Henry the 
Second's time. But be this matter a^ it will, thf 
jiicozhe of the Crown Was tiifdoqbtedty very great % 
becaufe there were appropriated for the ufe of it> 
1422 manors, befides other lan^s and quit-retttsi 
and thefe lands, fo regiftcrcd in iPomes-day (ook^ 
Sir Robert Cotton fays, were fuch ;«$ th^ C<Hifeir6r 
hdd been in poiTeffion of. If fo, the ]ands accruing 
to the Crown from the jforfeituros of thpie who had 
joined with Harold, mufl: ftill haye made a confi*- 
Jderable addition to the Conqueror's power and re^> 
venue; and, we may imagine, the provifions he made 
fox his dignity and necellary fupport, muft have bj^eo 
exceedingly great; fince it it fomewhere faid, that, 
JEiugh de Grant Maifiiell, oiie of his great oj^er^^ 
liad near eighty thoufand pounds a year in thofe days*. 
As a great part of the lands in England was fub- 
J(s£t to knight-fervice f, the profits incident to this;.

iin a ^veiy cxtraordinaiy xnsuifier, all his towns and 
^xjrovghs of antifcrit (temcf»e:i 'for 'the tciwre, wat 
'lEonfidertd to be of a bafe tiatoi-Q, and ^qju mych 
rupcrior to that of viljctidge. With .tfei? ^iiference 
idifly, that .our bid >book$ (^ thefe tenants v.^if//^^^^ 
primkgtntci. ,A^ tb the 'fadt,->lhat great; :progt was 
made by fiich tallages, the reader is referred td 
Maddok's Hiftx»y of the Exchequer, wheije he will 
'find abundant jktisfadioli. 

£efides thefe^ there werie othet jirerolgative profits ; 

as fti>ays, treafiire-tiove, wreck, waifs, amercements^ 

tdlls, forfeitures, ahd eldbeats ^ befides a multitude^ 

l:>f Allies of Various fotts, for ofTenccs, for- franchifes^ 

and for law proceedii%9 ; but we cannot think that 

tJur kings eould formerly, as feems to be hinted by 

Mr. Maddok, arbitrarily refufe to grant the fubjeft 

the benefit of their pro^jefs, oi* deny or delay the 

'Cirecution of juftice. And we think clearly, th^t the 

, law jn Magna Chdria of nUHi negakimus^ nulli ^endemuSi 

'^c difiremus juftitiamj was Only declarative of, and to 

t^^nforce the common law and the right of the fubjeft. 

For, .befides the antient eoron»tioh oatH taken by 
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our kings, by which they'fwdre* to'do jufticcj it 
appears plainly, from tlie fecond political la^ of 
King Edgar*, that if the party could not' have jufticc 
in the lord's court, the hundred, or the county courts, 
(where all the property of the nation was formerly 
determined) he might then appeal to the king, who 
would dp him juftice. Indted, he was to bri fined 
for a falfe appeal, and to pay. the king a fum of 
money for his writ, which remains to this day for 
original writs; but ft ill he had a right to appeal ; 
and to have that appeal received, and detcn^ined in 
a judicial way : though there was afterwards, in 
troublefome times, much oppreffion of the fubjeft, 
on account of the money exacted for thdfe remedial 
writs. But a reafonable fine might well have been 
authorized by parliament, (as moft of the prerogatives 
of the crown were firft given by confent of parlia- 
ment, if we may believe the Mirror of Juftices, p. 3) 
not only to defray the expence the king was. obliged 
to be at, for the maintenance of his court of juftice, 
but perhaps to deter men from the profecution of 
gfoundlefs and vexatious fuitsv 

Another confiderable article of the crown revenue, 
was the profits arifing from the Jews. Our hiftories 
are every where full of the great arid Extraordinary 
taxes and impofitions laid on them: they ^vere a 
conftant fund for a necefiitous court. * Mr. Maddox* 
has produced a multitude of the Exchequer records 
to evince this truth ; bur, as he has not given any 
reafon for the excrcife of this arbitrary power, but 
only taken notice of the faft that they v^re fo taxed s, 
and, as this condud of our antient kmgs feems to 
have perplexed Lord Goke in fome parts of his 
works; we (hall beg leave to enquire into the grounds 
^nd reafon of this behaviour; bccaufe fuch arbitrary 
and extraordinary methods are contrary to the analogy 
of our conftitution in other refpefts. « 

Some think our kings had a right to ufe the Jews 
in what manner they pleafed, and that their fortunes

and^ftates were abfolutcly at the king's difpofaU and 
this by a grant from the Icgiflature. For, it appears 
bythe twenty-ninth law of the Confeffor*, that the 
Jews were the abfolute property of the king* ' The 
words are yud^^ei et omnia Jua fufit regk\ quoaji quif* 
piam detinuerit eos^ vel pecuniam eorum^ perquirat rex^ 
Ji vulty tdnquam fuum proprium ■: and the reader may 
fee this law enforced among the ordinances pf Henry 
the Second, and Richard the Firft, concerning the 
Jews. He may likewife find a very memorable 
record m the firft volume of Rymer'-s CoUeftions, 
where Henry the Third mortgages, for five thoufand 
pounds, to his brother the earl of Cornwal, omnes 
Jud^eos Regni Anglia^ with a power of diftraining the 
bodies of all or any of them, if the money was not 
paid at the times prefixed. The Jews were univer- 
(ally odious, not only from the difference of religion, 
but Jike wife from their exceffivc and imprudent 
ufiiry. Another reafon of this univerlal deteftation 
of them may be drawn from a pafli^e in Mezeray's 
Hiftory, who fays, that the Jews invited the Caliph 
of the Saracens in the year 1009, to befiege Jeruialem 
and the Holy Sepulchre, whiclr he accordingly did, 
and took it : arid this fad falls in very well with the 
time of the Confeflfor's law before-mentioned. 

We (hall fay little of the tax or tribute called 
Dahegelt ; becaufe the nature of it is very uncertain ; 
and about which learned men have greatly difi^red. 
We refer the reader to Mr. Selden's Treatife D^ 
sMofi Claufoy where he will find it was of two forts ;• 
one, the money raifcd to bribe the Danes to leave 
England; and the dther, for hiring a fleet from the 
Danes to defend the fcas againft the pirates. ^ Both 
thefe were omitted to be railed by the Confcflbr : but 
the Conqueror, uhder the pretext of foreign iriva- 
fions, levied a moft arbitrary and extravagant one of 
fix fhillings on every hide of land, by virtue of the 
fiippbfed prerogative to eolIe£t Danegelt ; which, in 
the firft grant of it, in fethelbert's time, was by par*

Pope Jobif 
the Tw«iaty-fcc©nd» firft reftrved the firft-trmts of 
livings to hitfifelf ^ and that Gregory the Ninth, iq 
the year 1229, was. the firft wbo demanded and Fe~ 
ceived the tenths of the clergy H which we mention 
to corrcA a nuAake that 13 k^ the firft volume of RoU^ 
Reports, p. 473; where it h faid) thgt the Pqpe nevee 
had a»y tentfe here rill Edward' the Firft's tinie*! 
and that a regular taxation of all the benefices herei 
was then made upob.that account. This was no| 
any certain eibbliflied r^iinue to the pope^^^ but wa9 
afked by them according to the real. or pretended 
(fe^cigcncics of the church- And this tax was frequently 
kvied on the clergy for the king's iyiie» and fometimea 
for the king's and the po|>e's jointly, that there might 
be Icfs oppofition to the grant or colle£tion of it^ 
The ^rft graat by the pope of the tenths of the clergy 
to iiiy of our kings, was that to Richard the Firft, 
according to Sir Henry Spelmam And this tax, 
according to Matthew Paris, was only on the move- 
ables, aqd differs from the ptefent revenue, which 
aflfedts the lands of the clergy. Thefe tenths and 
jirft- fruits, iiy the ftatute of Hen. VIII. were to be 
Folle^flcd by the bifliops ; but they were difchargcd 
of this burden by 3 Geo, I, cap. 10 5 and the bifhops 
^nd archhilhops were chargeable formerly wi(h thfjk

c^leftioa of the fubfidies granted by convocation) 
and were anfwerable for them in the Exchequer; 

Prifage is an ahticnt duty, payable at comnioa 
law to the ting, of two tons of wine of every ftiip 
JUden with twenty tons, or morelj one to be taken 
{>efbre, and the other behind the maft. Such winj; 
may be tafted, and the fulled veflels may be taken, 
for prifage ; and fo it was decreed in the Ejfchecjuer, 
in the year 1679, ^^ * ^^^^ brought by the attbrney^- 
general, againflr Hart and Sir WiHiam Waller, de- 
fendants. If a (hip has but ten tons, then only one 
ton is to be t^ken ; and none,' if there be but nine 
tons, Unleis there be evidence of fraud : but if there 
t)e nine and a hdf tons, that i^ fraud apparent to 
cheat the king, and then prifagc of one ton fhall be 
taken ; and lb it has been held in the Exchequer, as 
may be fccn in Hardrefs's Reports, 477. Merchant 
ftrangers, the cinque-ports, and the citizens of Lon- 
don, are difchai^cd from prifage; but then fuch 
citizens muft be Freemen and hcufe-kcepers, paying 
icot and lot, elft they will not be entitled to this 
exemption, as appears from Hanger*s* cafe, reported 
by Moore 833, by Calthrope 2j., and more fujlj^ m 
the third volume of Bulftrode's Reports, fol. !• It 
may be further obfcrved, that full prifage ftiall be 
paid 00 breaking of bulk ; becaufe prifage is not 
within the ftatutcs of 28 Edw. Ill, cap. 13, and ao 
Hkh* JiJ» cap. 4, as the cuftonpus are, which (hall be 
paid only for what is entered. See Yelyerton's Re-. 
ports 200, and Hardrefs 362. 

^tlerage is a duty of twp fl)i][ling$ for every ton 
of wine$ imported % merchant-ftrangers only« It 
is^called Butlerage, becaufe it is paid to the king's 
chief b^tter. And, by i .Ijeni VIII, cap^ 5,' whoever 
piaikes f^e entries of wiqes t;o defraud tte king pf 
pri&ge ^d butlerage, is to forfeit double the value •, 
^hich, by a and 3 Edw- VJ, cap. 2z\ is enforced t)y 
the lofs and forfeiture of all the pfiender^s goods and 
j^ttels, prpvi^^d t|]$ profecutioo be wilhin thripc 


years. A moiety of the forfeiture i$ tp gq to tM 
king, and the other to the informer. 

The cuftoms are likfcwife faicj to be part of the 
inheritance of the crown "at common law ; that is, 
before any aft of parliament was made concerning 
them See Dyer'lt Reports 43, Davis's Reports 8. 
,The fame is faid in Dyer j 65^ and in Coke-s^ 1 2 Rep. 
33, of the fix {hillings and eight-pence for every fack > 
,'pf wobl*, and the lite fum for every three hundred 
yroolfels, and thirteen (hillings and four-penc«. for 
every laft of hides ; a. laft contaming twelve dozen, 
according to Sir Henry Spclman. This indeed is a 
miftake; for thefe particular fums were giveq to the 
king and his heirs by aft of parliament f, 3 Edw. I. 
as appears from 2 Inft. 58, 59, and Vaughan's Re- 
ports 162. But, though the judges might be mif- 
^aken as to the fad, that tbofe particular duties were 
the right of the crown at common law ; yet they 
yrere right in aflerting, that jche cuftoms, time out of . 
mind, belonged to the crown ; for that fome duty was , 
paid for wools and leather before that ftatute is evi- 
dent; fince it appears from the Red Book in the Exche- 
quer, if we believe Lord Chief Juftice Hale, that fome- 
thtng was paid, though not that preciffe fum. If fo, 
then Lord Vaughan might well have fpared that un- 
n^ccflary r<fledion upon the learning of the judges :f ,

f f ius meaning be that no cuftom at all was paid be- 
fore that ftatutc. And befides, it appear^ from the 
goth chapter of Magna Charta^ that merchants were 
to CQxne into .this kingdom to buy and fell per anti" 
guas canfueiudines.% which proves that fome cuftom 
Asras paid: and, though Lord Vapghan lays great 
ftrefs upon the ftatute of 3 Edw. I, tjiat this grant 
on wools, woolfells, and leather, is called quadam 
nova cuftunia^ and fo. wholly the qtieature of that ad:, 
we think the only inference to be juftly drawn from 
it, is, that only the quantum of thofe cuftoms was 
jicw : and that fomc duty was paid before, which 
-was the old cuftom, in oppofition to the new one 
then granted. 

That this is no forced conftruftion, will appear 
from the duties granted by the alien merchants, 
31 Edw. I, called, cujluma nova \ not as if nothing 
had been ever paid by them-, but only relatively, in 
oppofition to the duty granted in the third.of Edw. I; 
and fo it was new in comparifon of that. It is prcJ- 
bable, that the cuftoms, as well as pTifae;e, were an- 
tiently giveji to thp king, by ad of pafliament, for 
the fupport of the houlhold*, and defraying the king's 
cxpence of providing proper accommodations tor 

\f < merchants. This was^ continues Lord Vaughan, the opinion 
f * of all the judges of the times : whence we may learn how falli- 

*** ble even the opinion of all the judges is, when the matter to be 
'* folyed muil be cleared by fearchers not common, and depend* 
** not upon cafes vulgarly known by readers of tl^ Year- 
«' books^!'

It is true our kings havc^ in faA, exerecfed this 
])Ower of laying impofts on merdhandize ; aqd ibine 
f cQipent lawyer^ have written in defence of -this pre- 
rogative, as fome learned judges have judicially 
maintained it : which the reader may iee iia Sir John 
]>9vis*3 Treatifc of ImpoTitionst and in Lane's Re* 
ports, foL 22 < But ftill the commons have con^andy 
]>fQtefted againft it, as appears from a multitude of 
the rolls of parliament ; and foci) pra&ice hath been 
condemned by other judges of the gteateft authct- 
jrity and learning. Indeed Queen Mary, Queen 
Elizabeth, and King James the Firft, did ic ; but; jas 
to the legality of it, we refer the reader to Lord 
Coke's fecond Inft. fbl. 63, and la Rep. 33, and the 
^ ftatyte of tonnage and poundage, 1 2 Car. Il, where 
this power fo to charge merchandize, is altpgether 
denied. 

We are now come to the cufluma nova^ or cu/^ 
itmaparvs^ petty cuftom, or duty payable by mer- 
chant-ftrangers, and begun in the time of K.Edw.. L 
(A. D. 1304.) when they granted him, that they, 
would pay him and his heirs three-pence in the pound 
for all merchandizes exported and imported by them. 
/Lnd becaufe the charter, containing the above grant, 
is mentioned and referred to in the i2tb ruk, an- 
nexed to the book of rates in the ftatute of tonnage 
and poundage (12 Car. H, cap. 4) and the curious 
reader may be defirous to be acquainted with it, we 
fhall here infert a tranfla<tion 0/ the Latin )Copy, tran- 
fcribed by Mr. Pxin, from the original record \% 
the Tower.

THE king tx> hi« archhifliop^ 6f<. fendet^ 
greeting, concerning the good condition of m th^ 
merchants of the kingdoms, lands« apd provincet 
underwritten; that 19 to fay, Geraiany, France^ 
Spain, Portugal, Navarre, iCombardy, Tqfcany, 
PrQvencc» Catabnia* our dukedoms of Aquitainy 
Tholouie, Turin, Fenders, Brabant, and all other 
lands and foreign places, by what name foever called, 
comiog into bur kingdom of l^nglaod, and therms re^ 
malnuig* 

We b^ing very iblicitous out of pur fpecial care, 
that under our dominion, a freedom of tranquility an4 
full fecurity for the faid merchants may be provided 
for the future, fo as they may the more readily apply 
themfelves to the fervice of us, s|nd of pur kingdom, 
w« gracioufly anfwering their petitions, and ordain>- 
ing more amply for fccuring their condition, in form 
foUowing underwritten, are pleaied to grant to the 
faid merchants for us, and our heirs for ever. 

Imprimis^ That is to fay, that all merchants of the 
faid kingdoms and lands, may come from any other 
phcc fate and fecure under our tuition and protec*- 
tion into our faid kingdom of England, and every 
^here within our dominion, with their niierchandizes 
of what fort foever I and be unmqlcfted and quiec 
concerning murage*, pontage f, and pavagejc 
and that within our faid kingdom and dominion, 
they may traffic in the cities, boroughs, and mar- 
ket-towns, only in grofs, as well with natives, or in^ 
habitants of this our kingdom and do^ninion aforer 
faid, as with ftrangers, foreign and domeftic. But 
ib as their wares, vulgarly called mercery, or the 
Ipccies thereof, they may fell by retail, as formerly

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bath been accuflomed : and, that all the faid mer^ 
chants may carry^ br caufe ti[> be carried, whither, 
they pleafe, their merchandize, which they have 
brought into our faid kingdom and donyniori, or 
otherwife acquired, except to the lands of the mani- 
feft and notorious enemies of our kingdom, paying 
the cuftoms which flidl be due, wines only excepted, 
which -fhall not be exported out of our faid king- 
dom or dominion, after they have been imported 
into our faid kinjgddm or dominion, withotic our 
pfcafure and efpecial licence, by any way or mean$ 
whatfoever.

And* over and above the value and cftimation '^f 
die £iid; wares and merchandizes, foT'Which threcU 
pence for every twenty ihillings, as aforefaid, are to 
Jbe paid, they arc to have credit by Jettersj by them 
to be produced from their principals or partners; 
and, if they hanrtpone, let it becidetermined ih thi4 
cafe, by the oaths of the faid mercliants or, in their 
abfcnce, of their fervants. .j" . . -^ 

Moreover, it may be lawful for! the ibciety of the 
merchants aforefaid, to fell wool to the fellows of clie 
■faidibciety, and likewife to buy the fame one of ano« 
ther within our kingdom and dominion, without 
payment of cuftom; -provided tlmt the faid -wool 
come riot to fuch hands, whereby we may be det 
frauded of our cuftoms. . - 

And furthermore be it known, that after the faid 
merchants have once, in iny 6ne place, within our ^ 
kingdom and dominion, paid bur cuftoms granted, 
as aforefaid, to uS, for their merchandizes, in form 
aforefaid, and thereupon they have their warrant, 
they ihall be free and unmolefted in all other places 
within our kingdom and dominion, from payment of 
the faid cuftom for the fame commodities or merchant- 
dizes by the faid warrant, whether fuch merchandizes 
remain within our kingdom and dominion, or art. 
carried out, except wines, which, without our leavv, 


w licence, as aforcfaid, arc by no means to be ex* 
ported out o£ our kingdom. 

We M^ill alfo, and for us, and our heirs, grant, 
that no exaftion, prize, or loan, or any other bur- 
jden, ftxall be impofed in any part or meafure, on the . 
perfons of the faid merchants, their merchandizes or 
goods, contrary to the form before expreflfed and 
granted. 

Witneffes hereto, the reverend fathers, Robert 
archbiftiop of Canterbury, primate of all England; 
Walter, ^ifhop of Coventry and Litchfield; Henry 
de Lacy, earl of Lincoln; Humphrey de Bohun, 
earl of Hereford and Eflcx, and conftable of Eng- 
land; Adomarus of Valentia, Galfrid of Geynvil ; 
Hugh de le Spencer ; Walter de Bello CampO, ftew- 
ard of our boufe; Robert of Bures, and others. 
Given by our hand at Weftminftep, the firft day of 
February. 

The funds before mentioned, were the principal 
fources of the income of our antient kings, and 
which had been more than fufBcient to have an- 
fwered all their expences, ordinary and extraordinary, 
if it hajd not bccq for the extravagance and fuper- 
ftit^on of fome, and the unhappy arbitrary conduft 
of others, which occafioned ihofe bloody and ex- 
pcnfive civil-wars that make a corifiderable part of 
oiir hiftory. There are few in (lances of taxes or 
fubfidies till Richard the Firft^s time. There were 
{omtfcutages^ or efcuages raifcd in Henry the Second's 
time, as appears from the Red Book m the Exche- 
qqer; for, in the twelfth year of his reign, two- 
pence in the pound was given for the firft year, and 
a penny in the pound for four years after, out of all 
rents and moveables, for defending the Holy Land : 
and, in the laft year of his reign, there was a tenth 
of all moveables given for an expedition injco the 
Holy Land. 

When Richard the Firft came to the crown, there 
was in the Treafury nine hundred thoufand pounds ; 
and, in two years time, he raifed eleven miUiojas of 
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iDarks ; which may be computed at near eight mil* 
lions ftcrling: but notwithftanding thcfe vail fums 
and others arifing by 6nrs and compofitions, he fold 
a great part of his demefncs. 

He bad ten (hillings efcuagc for every knight's fee 
in his firft j^ear; and for his ranfom he had twenty 
Ihillings for every knight's fee; the fourth part of 
the rents of all hufbandmen ; a fourth of the rents of 
fome clerks, ^nd a tenth of others ; all the gold and 
filver which the churches had, and all the wool of 
the Ciftertian monks. ^ 

^ For his expeditioo into Normandy, he had two 
fhillings of every plough-land, and of the occupiers 
of every knight's fee a third part ; though Henry 
the Firft, by his charter, which is extant in the 
Red Book in the* Exchequer, difcharged the dc^ 
mefnes of his tenants by knight's fervice, that they 
might the better attend their duty in the wars : and 
in the year 1 1^$, he had five ihillings of every 
plough land. 

Thefe taxes were fo extraordinary, that they rouzcd 
the jealoufy gf the people in the fuccceding reigns^ 
as their patience and acquiefcence might probably 
put King John and Henry the Third upon making 
experiments of the like nature. But thofe arbitrary 
taxes occafioned the civil wars in thofe kings reigns; 
and put the people upon aflerting their rights and 
antient liberties; and probably alarmed the towns 
and boroughs to infift upon their members being 
regularly fummoned to parliament, the better to de- 
fend themfelves, and guard againft all attempts upori 
their property. For, in King John's charter at 
Runnymead, it is enafted, that the boroughs fhall 
have their antient liberties, and that a common coun- 
cil fliould be fummoned for the future to affcfs aid? : 
which claufe, though it be not in Henry the Third's 
Magna Charta, yet is in force, having been con- * 
firmed fcveral times in Henry the Third's time, as 
appears from Matthew Paris's Hiftoryj who ex- 
prefsly fays, Henry the Third's charter was the fame 
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Vith King John's ; and therefore this claufc riiuft be 
ncceffarily implied to be ivitHift the law of dfhnis W- 
mtas babeat libertaies fuas^ of which this offending 
burgcflcs was one. And that the boroughs had fuch 
right to fend their reprefcntatives, is evident even 
from th^ fir ft writ of fummons extant of the forty- 
ninth of Henry 111^ (/. e, A. D. 1265) publilhed by 
Sir William Dugdale, which, by manylcarncd men 
is reckoned to be the foundation and pretence of the 
commons' parliamentary right. 

Thofe who affcrt the commons were theri firft fum- 
moned to parliament, ground themfelveson this writ | 
becaufe it is the firft wc have of this kind. But, con* 
fidering the civil- wars, the accidents, from time to 
time^ and the wilful embezzling and deftroying our 
old records, this is a very Uncertain and falfaciouii 
way of reafoning. Bcfides, they differ among them* 
felves in the reafon and policy of this change In the 
conftitution; fome faying it was the adt of the king 
to weaken the great lords, by bringing in an over- 
balance from the commons; and others aflert it 
was the lords defign to get a'united intereft, as a 
counterpoize againft the encroachments and power 
K}f the crown. And the rtefons given by both, may 
father fervc to ftiew neither are in the right, than 
to conflrin the opinion advanced^ by each of them-. 
For^ not to infift upon the great likenefs of our con- 
ftitution to the old German, where the people always 
had a ftiare in all confultations of great importance^ 
and the fame names and expreffions ufcd and applied ' 
by our records and hiftorians to the commoris, after 
they were confefledly a part of the Icgiflaturc, as 
are given them in times wherein this right is dif- , 
puted; that irrcfiftible argument of the filencc of 
our hiftorlansi irt refpeft to fo memorable a change 
in the conftitution; the filence of .Brafton^ and all 
our old lawyers; which would be a very repre- 
herifible ncgligeiice, if this alteration were then 
made; the prefcriptive right of fonie boroughs to 
fcnd mcmberSj and the prefcriptive dilcharge of 
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thofe of antient demefne, which were in being long 
before the Conqueror's time ; we fay, not to infift 
upon all thefe arguments, which fingly ought to 
bave^great weight with every man who is a lov/Cr 
of liberty, we think it appears very plainly from 
the writ itfelf, that the commons had a right to be 
fummoned to parliament. For the record fays, 
*• Writs (hall he dirciSbed to London, York, &c. 
" and to the other boroughs." Does not this prove, . 
that the boroughs were well known which fliouid 
fend burgeifes, and that this pradice had been 
long fettled and eftabliflied, and the method known 
arid antient? Elfe how could the writ be executed? 
The inftrudtions are general, that the proper bo- 
roughs make their returns i which plainly proves a 
deal*, known, and eftablifhed ufage; and in which 

"* there could be no miftake, or difobcdiencc to the 
writ. This feems a very clear argument of the 
commons o^d and undoubted right to be fummoned 
to parliament. 

The demefne lands of the crown, which, in an- 
tient times, as Sir Robert Cotton fays, it was held 
impious to alienate, were frooi time to time much 
leffcned and reduced ; fo that, in the twentieth of 
Edw. Ill, the revenue of the crown was but one 
hundred and fifty-four thoufand, one hundred and 
thirty-rjine pounds, feventecnfhiflingsandfive-pence, 
as appears from a pell of that king's reign ; and this, 
by wars, and other ill management, was brought 
down, in 12 Hen. IV, to amount to no more than 
forty-eight thoufand pounds, including the fubfidy 
of wool, and the tenths of the clergy then granted. 
When Henry the Fifth firft defigned and atr 
tempted the conqueft of France, his income was 
but fifty-fix thoufand, nine hundred and (ixty-fix 
pounds, according to Sir Robert Cotton ; and, in 
Henry the Sixth's time, it was funk to five thou- 
fand pounds a year, till that notable refumption by 
•parliament of all the crown lands made 28 Hen. VI, 
Rot. 53, 


Thefelcveral gradual deficiencies in the crown- 
Tcvenuc gave rife to fubficfi«5 toaflTjft the king on his 
various emergencies;, and they were of different 
kinds. • ' 

. In the. 1 3th of Edw. HI, Rot. 8, the lords gave 
to the king the tenth (heaf of all the corn of. their 
demcfnes^ the tenth fleece of wool, aod the tenth 
kmb ; but the commons ,would only grant upon con- 
xlition of rcdrefling their grievances. 

By 17 Edi)v. ill. Rot. 17, the king was to have a 
fubfidy of forty Ihillings for every fack of wool over 
and above the old cuftoms. 

By 45 E(i\v. HI, Rot. lo, the fum of two and 
twenty (hillings and three- pence was granted oa 
every parifb, to make up the fum of fifty thou- 
fand pounds. But that being found 10 be greatly 
deficient, they laid Sve 'pounds fixic^n on every 
parifli, including the twemy-two fhiilings and three- 
pence. 

In the gift of Edw. III. Rot. 19, the lords and 
commons granted a fubfidy by way of poll-tax of 
four-pence on every tnan and woman above the age 
of fourteen- ' 

In the iift of Rith. II, Rot. 75, a fubfidy on the 
ftaple* commodities was granted to the king for 
life. 

Inthegthof'Hen. VI, Rot. 15, twenty ftiillingi 
of every 'knight's fee is granted, and twenty (hillings 
of every pound value in land. 

Byti4 Hen. VI, Rot. 12, two ftiillings and fix- 
pence in the pound is granted to be paid by every 
one, who has abt)V€ five pounds a year in lands, 
annuities, or offices. ^ 

By J 8 Hen. VI, Rot. 14, a fubfidy, by way of 
poll-tax, is granted onf' aliens only*, fixteen-pence on 
every houfe-keeper, and fix-pence on others. 

In the 32d of Hen. VIII, ch. go, (Raftal) there 

were four fifteenths and tenths granted, and two fub- 

fidies of twelve-pence in the pound on lands-, and hj 

aliens who had lands in truft, twofliUUngs were to be

paid for every pound : this of aliens is mentioned tp 
ihew how the land was held formerly ; it being fifocc 
refolved, in favour of the crown, . that tbeJcing may 
have the benefit of fuch truft, by the decree of a 
court of equity, as appears froai Allcrfs RcportSj^ 
fol J4. 

In the year 1641, monthly afleffments on lands 
iverc introduced; and in 2 Will, anc) Mat, the pound- 
rate on lands came in. But of late, this tax on lands 
is called an aidy and is fo diftinguifbed. 

The principal and chief way of fupplying the 
Icing, was by the grant of fifteenths, of which Lor4 
Coke, in his 2d Inft. page 77, gives the following 
account : vi2;. ** For this gift and grant by the king^' 

V of the liberties contained in this great charter., 
f* (Miigna Charta\, chap. 38.) and of others con* 

V tained in the king's charter of liberties of the 
f ' foreft, the arch bilhops, bifliop?, athots, priprs, 
f* earls, barons, knights, freeholders, and other the 
*' king's fubjcds, dtizens, and burgcfTcs, affcmbled 
** in parliament, gave unto the king one fifteenth; 
f* which proveth, that, as the fifteenth was granti^ 
!' by parliament, fo was this great charter alio 
** granted by authority' of the fame ; but fince |his 
** time, the manner of the fifteenth is altefced; ior^ 
*' now the fifteenth, which is alfo called the tc^y 
f is not originally fet upon the polls,^as at this 
*' time it was, but now the fifteenth is certainly rated 
** upon every town. And this was by virtue of the 

V king's commiffions into every county of England. 
** In 8 Edw. Ill f, taxations were made of all the 
** cities, boroughs, and towns in England, and re- 
** corded in the Exchequer, and that rate was at 
** that time the fifteenth part of the value of every 

V town, and therefore retainctb the name of the 

V fifteenth ftill. And, after the fifteenth is granted 
*' by parliament, then the inhabitants rate them- 
** fclvcs for payment thereof 5 and, if one town be 


♦Rot. pat. ^Edjv»lII> apart.BD. 26. 
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f» joined with another in the rate of the total, and 
*\fubdividcd on c^ch a certain rate in that com- 
" miffion, and the one is rated too low, and the 
** other too high, there lieth a writ called, ad aqua- 
" liter taxand.' to be taken out of the Exchequer to 
" rate the towns equally. The fubfldy is uncertain*, 
" becaufe it is fet upon the pcrfon, in rcfpeA of his 
*' lands or goods,, which commonly do ebb and 
♦' flow." 

The fifteenth. Lord Coke, in his 4th Inft. p. 33, 
fays amouatcd to twenty- nine thoufand pounds?, and 
the fubfldy to feventy thoufand pounds. Rur, for 
the greater part of Queen Elizabeth's time, the iub* 
fidy came to one hundred thoufand pounds, by. the 
diligence and caicof thegomn^iQloners appointed by 
her. 

The method df colle^ing thefe fifteenths and 
fubfidies was, by commiffion from the king to twa 
perfons who had poWer to nominate ckricum unum^ to 
a£t with them; and thefe chief taxors were m eacb 
county to call before them a fufBcient number of the 
beft men of every city and town, out of whom they 
were to choofc four or fix at their difcretion, and ta 
fwcar them to make true enquiry what goods each 
pcrfon was poffeffed of, and to make indoitures-of 
the fame; one to be aelivered to the chief taxor^, 
and the other was to be kept by themfclves. And 
the taxors were to take care to nfiake a true return 2 
and the tascing of the taxors the'mfelves was referved 
to the treafurer and the barons of the Exchequer., 
And the earls, barons, and knights of the (hire, with 
the freeholders in each county, were by writ direded 
to them to be affift^nt to the taxors.^ 

This was t^e form obferved, as appears from the 
records oftheLord-treafurcr's Remembrancer, in th<> 
34,th of Edw. I, Rot. 47 ; 7 Edw. II, Pat. Rot., 
Mem. 3. So Pat. Rot. 3 Edw. HI, part 3, MenoE* 
18 i and fi:om the ]^9C» V^ou 6£dv, III>prt 3^

Lord Coke indeed, in his 4rh Inft. 34, and ih 
2 Inft. 77, (fee page 22) lays, thar thefe was a mort. 
exaft uxatiort made in 8 Edw. Itl, which belong 
returned into the Exchequer, was made the rule and 
ftaridard ever after. He does not ciie any authority, 
but refers in the margin to the 6th Ediv. Ill, part 2, 
num. 26. But there was no fuch taxation that we 
can 6nd in the 8th of Edw. HI, among the recordi ^ 
of the Lord-rreafurer's Remembrancer; nor indeed 
can we find from Sir Robert Cotton's Abridgment 
of the Rolls of Parliament of that Year, (for the 
Yolls thcmfelves have been fince deftroyed or loft) 
that any aid was granted that year •, tho^u^gh thei^e \% 
a Writ of fummons in Rymer and Sir William Dug- 
dale for that purpofe. But we think Lord Coke 
grounded hin^clf on the Year-Book of 11 Hen. IV"s 
35, where it is faid, that the fifceehrh granted 
6 Edw. Ill, being tortioufly levied, ^ commiffibh 
iflbed, 8 Edw. Jli, (probably the writ, adisequaliter 
taxand. mentioned by Lord Coke, 2 Inft. 77, fee 
p. 23) for the county of Somerfct, where the caufe 
X)f aftion arofe, to make a juftcr aflefimfent. No- 
thing is faid in that book, but that this might, and 
did, extend only to Somerfetftiire ♦ and that this 
Iraxarion was made all oVer England, we take to bfe 
Lord Coke's oWn inference ; for there i'd nothing ctf 
it in tlie bodk; nor is there any fecbrd of that fda^r 
Jamong Mn Pet'yt's Collections, ^Vhrch are in thfe 
Inner Temple library; as there are lilcewife many 
of the forms of taxations in the tirhe of Edw. ll, 
and Edw. Ill, particularly that of fe EdW. Ill, 
'referred to by him in the margin. So that \Vie 
think Lord Coke was mrftaken ; 'iand his miftakt 
hhth mi'fled fpme other judges dfgreiit abilities and 
-learning. • - 

Th^ clergy too ufed to fiipply the kittg, by g^r^nt- 

jng him atenth, Vhich Brooke lavs inliis Abridge- 

v^mtnt, title Qbittsdme 9, w&s td Be levied Of their 

Jands. Sometimes the clergy ' of themfelVis <#twit4 


give the king money; and what the afchbifliops pro- 
p6kd was generaUy affented toby the lower clcirgy; 
a^d the abbots and biftiops voluntarily gave what 
they thought fit. But the moft ufual way was for 
the pope to tax them, till Edward the firft, in the 
twenty-third year of his reign, fummotied them 
to parliament by the framunientes daufcj .which 
courfe, with fome interruptions, continued till the 
kniddle of Henry the Sixth's time; and then that 
taethod of meeting in a parliamentary conventioit 
was ornitted, and they were afterwards fummoned 
only as a convocation, where they granted their mo- 
hey. The fum Agreed on by the lower clergy was 
prefentcd to the prelates, and they carried it to the 
afchbilhop, and being confirmed by him, the par* 
liamlent^ fince the 32dof Hen. VIII. have interpofed, 
and given their grants a ftiU and ildore aiithoritativc 
Tanftioh. Each bilhop was, as before mentioned, 
liable to the coHeftion of the money fo granted; and 
this method continued till the year 1664:. 

Indeed, Mr. Pcty t, in his Treatife of the Commorf^ 

Riglir, page 145, fays the bifliops were difchargcd 

of this trouble in Queen Eliziabeth's time; biit there 

is nothing of it in the a£ts of parlianricnt of the firft 

•ind thirteenth of her reign, for that purpofe. 

It is laid, in Lane's Reports, p* 51, that the fuc- 
-ceflbr of a Mlhop IbaH not be trhkrged for the deficien- 
cies and arrears of a fubfidy incurred in the prede* 
ceBbt's life-time ; but only his heir or executor. 
See Moor's Reports, p. 17. For the antient method 
of granting and collefting thefe tenths, fee Clau. 
Rot. Dorfo, 7 Edw. II, Mem. 3, among the Re- 
cords of the Lord-Treafurer's Remembrartcer, and 
32 Hen. VIII, chap. 22, 23, inRaftai's Statutes. 

Anotht;r way of fupplyipg the crown, was by 
granting the lubOdies of tonnage and poundage \ 
the foundation of which ^as the guarding of the 
feas, that mercliants might trade hither Withfafety; 
lIHd'this hA% ]>een conftantly made the confideratioa 


c£ granting fuch fubfidies. The Saxon laws^ pat a 
merchant, who had croffed the feas thrice at his own 
cxpence, upon the foot arid degree of a Thane j that 
is, a baron, or nobleman. 

The old fund, or tax, to fecure the feas from pi- 
jrates, was that called Danegelt, mentioned before* 
But» in 21 Edw. Ill, the merchants having been 
robbed and murdered, there was an ordinance 
made by the king and peers, that two Ihillings (hould 
betaken of every ton of wine, and fix pence of all 
gpods imported. Btic this was complained of by the 
commons as a violation of the law. Rot. 1 1 ; and 
this> it feems, was the beginning of tonnage, and 
poundage. 

In 46 Edw. Ill, Rot. 15, we find the citizens and 
burg^flcs, after the knights of the (hire were gone 
home^ granted the like fum on the application of 
ifec prince to them. Bat the firft legal grant of it 
that we can find, was in 47 Edw, III, Rot. i?, when 
two (hillings a ton was granted on wine, and fix- 
•pence in the pound on all merchandize coming into 
the realm, or going out; as was the old parliamentary 
ftile. This ferves to correct a paflage in Sir John 
Davis's Reports, p. 11, where he fays, tonnage was 
firft granted in the 5th of Richard the Second. 

The next grant was that of poundage only, ia 
2 Rich» II, Rot. 29^ and 30, part 1 i being fix.- 
pence in the pound on all merchandize. At the 
fame time the parliament granted a fubfidy on the 
fbple commodities. 

In 5 Rich. II,. chap* 3, two fbillings topruge, and 
fix- pence poundage, were granted. 

in 7 Rich. If, Rot. 13, there wer^ two (hillings 
tonnage,, and fix- pence in the pound granted. 

In 13 Rich. II, Rot. 20, three (hillings tonnage^ 
Ttnd fix- pence poundage. 

In ly Rich. II,' Rot. 12., th^re were three (billing^ 
tonnage, and t twelve- pence poundage* 

In 2 Hen. IV, Rot. 9, there w^& only (even*pciK;jei 
poundage^ .and two (himngs tonnage* 


In 4 Hen. IV, Rot. 28, there was twclvepctwe 
jpoundage, and three (hillings tonnage. 

Thejike fum was granted, 6 Hen. IV% Rot 9^ and 
the 111 me fum was giv^n, 1 Hen. V, Rot. 17,. 

Lofd Coke fays, that in 3 Hen. V, tonnage ani 
pcundagcwasfirft granted to Hen. V^, for life; and he 
refers to the 50th Roll of that year. This he takt» 
notice of in three different places in his works -, and 
particularly obfcrves, that this was the firftkadang 
grant of this kind ; as the reader may fee in 12 R^p. 
34, 2 Inft. 6c, and 4 Inft. ^2. But the number rf 
the Roll is; naiftaken, or mifprinted : for thercAre 
but fixteen. Rolls in the firft part of that year, ^ni 
but forty-nine in the feccnd •, but it is in the firftpait 
pf the Rolls of that year. Rot. 5. This will fcrvct» 
correft a miftake of Sir John Davis, and fome othen^ 
pf our eminent lawyers, who affirm, that tonnage 
and poundage was firft granted to Hen. VI, for lif^v 
in 31 Hen. VI, Rot. 8. And this became a preccdeiit 
for the demands of all our fucceeding princes. 

Edward the Fourth, in the fourth year of hk 
reign, had it for his life. Rot. 24 ; ibhad Re^ry t^hc 
Seventh, Henry the Eighth, Edward the Sixths 
Queen Mary, Queen Elizabeth, and King Jam<» 
<he firft. But Charles the Firft, unhappily relying 
on his prerogative, as if tonnage and poundage 
were the right of the crown^ ordered thefe duties c© 
be coUeiScd without a previous grant from lhe4e- 
giflature: and this, among other things, createdl 
great jealoufies and uneafincfs between him and 
his parliaments; fo that he had only occafional aird 
temporary grants of tonnage. and poundage. It- 
would be unneceflary to let forth every minute dif- 
ference, that appicars in the grants of thefe duties bf 
parliament. In many of them there Is an excep- 
tion for the king's prifage wines, that they flial) «©c 
pay the tonnage duty. But this was unncceflarf 
(unlefs it were for the benefit of the king's patentee} 
becaufe the king cannot pay duty to hrimfclf. For^ 
though the king has ps^id cuftom for his wine ever

Theiev with feveral other fmall branches, not 
worth particularizing^ were a]) the taxes we were 
fcibjcft to at the time of the Revolution; which, ac 
the bigheft compytaion* produced but 2,061, 856/i. 
^ s. 9 d. iv and yet, with this revenue, King James 
tfee Second fupported'his Civil lift, kept a formidable 
' uravjr ready to put to fea, an army of near thirty 
thoufand men at land, and faved money yearly, if 
we can credit an account of the iflues of his revenue 
given into parliament, which amounted to no mor^ 
aft a> rncdium,. than 1,609,365 L 2 s. gd. 

At the time of theR'cvolution, there were no na- 
tional debts,, properly fo called. There was indeed 
a debt of (ixty tboufand pounds due to the fervants 
cf King Charles the Second, which hisfucceflbrneg- 
fefted to pay ; and the payment of it was provided 
fcr by an aft of the firft feffion after the Revolution. 
As to the debt called ibe banker* sdebty though charged 
by letters patent from King Charles the'Second upon 
ihe.hereditary exclfe, no provifion was made by par- 
liament for its payment, until the 12th of King 
William, when it was enafted by parliament, that, 
in difcharge of certain annual perpetual payments 
and arrears thereof, granted by King Charles the^ 
Second to feveral patentees, out of the hereditary 
excifr, the fame excife ftiould, from the 26th of De- 
cember, 1 705, ftand charged for ever with the pay- 
irtent of three pounds per annunty for the principal 
fums of the owners, their heirs and affigns for evcri 
neverthelefs redeemable upon payment of a moiety 
of the principal fums-, by which means the nation 
became charged with a debt of 664^2^8 /; being th^ 
moiety of 1,328,526 /. which thcfe principal iums 
amounted to; and which is the only debt we are now 
charged with, that had any part of its rife before the 
Revolution^ 


The e3ccife called the temporary exctfe^ was granted 
to King Charles the Second during his life; from 
whofe death it has been continued, by feveral ails of 
parliament, and now (by i Geo* III, c^ip. i) ftands 
continued to his prefent majefty for his life. 

The excife called the hereditary excife^ wa$ granted 
to King Charles the Second, his heirs and fucceffon 
forever, in recompcncc for the profits of th.c court 
of wards, purveyance, and the tenures by knight- 
fcrvicc, &c. then abolt(hed by aft of parliament. 
Thefe twoexcifes, according to the aboye-asentiancd' 

. account, produced at a medium of four years^ 
610,486/. 10^. 9J5 but according to Dr. D^yen- 
nant, they were computed at 666,383 /. clear. A 
tax of two {hillings upon every ftre-hearth, &c. and 
therefore called the hearth money^ was granted to King 
Charles the Second, his heirs and fgcceflors forever; 
which, according to the faid account, produced 
about 20Q,oool. hut, according to the Dodtor, 
245,000 /. , 
The revenue of the Poft-OfBce, or tax upon Ict- 

. tcrs fent by the poft, was granted to King Charles the 
Second, his heirs and fucgcflbrs for ever; which, 
by the above account, produced fifty-tfive thoufand 
pounds*, but, according, to the Doctor, fixty-fiv<; 

. thbufaad pounds; and this revenue hath been Gncc 
increaled, by an additional tax upon letters, as.well 
as by a more regular and drift coUedion. 

Animpofitian upon wines and vinegar was granted 
*to King James the Second, from the 24th of June, 
1685, the 24th of June, 1693, towards repairing 
the Navy, which, by both the above accounts, pro- 
duced 172,900/. II J. 8 ^.t; and which, having 
been made good by new duties, h^th been fuflfered 
to expire. An impoQtion upon tdbacco and fugar 
was granted for the fame time ; which, by the faid 
accounts, produced 184^861 /. 8 i. but it hath been 
fufFered to expire. . , 

An impofition on French linens, brandies, &c. 
was granted from July i, 1685, to July i, 1690 ;

AS pur tai^es were now become very nu- 
merous, it fecms ncceflary to divide them 
into cuftoms, e^cifes, and inland duties. 

By cuftoms, are nieant thofe duties that are 
payable at the Cuftom-houfe upon the impor* 
tatibn of goods, and which confift of five fe- 
v^ral parts, or branches, called, I. The old 
fubfidy, or fybfidy inwards. II. The petty 
cuftom, or aliens duty. ' III. The additional 
duty. IV. The one pfr cent, inwards. An4 
V. The compofition on petty feizures. 

The branch of cuftoms was firft granted by 
12 Car. II, ch^p. 4, from the 24th of June^ 
1660, during the king's life ; and was fubfifting 
at the end of King William's reign, under the; 
title of Cufiomsy ' having been continued till 
1706, by ftat. 8 and 9 W. Ill, chap. 20, (fee 
page ^6.) By ^ Apn^ chap. 1 1, the one half of 
it was continued to the |irft of Auguft i868 ^ 
and from thence for ever, by ftat. ; Geo. I, 
chap. 12, and was appropriated for the payment 
of annuities, amounting tq g 0,000/. per annum^ 
for ninety-nine years, from the 24th of June, 
1708. The other half^ by $ Ann, chap, ig,

^was continued to the firft: of Auguft, 17 14; 
jand from thence for ever, by 7 Ann, chap. 7, 
jfcft.

II. Petty cuftoms, or aliens duty. This duty- 
is payable by merchant ftrangers, that is, aliens 
born, or denizens, on all goods imported, liable 
to the fubfidy of poundage; but goods liable 
$0 the fubfidy of tonnage, are not liable to this 
duty; becaufe an equivalent is included in the 
advanced fum of t}ie feveral fubfidies^ laid on 
thofe goods, when inoported by aliens, or in 
foreign ft^ips. 

III. Additional duty. This duty, as well 
as the old fubfidy, is compofed of .^ a tonnage and

Of thefe eight branches of inland duties, fijt^ . 
were introduced fince the Revolution •, and^ 
^hen we confider that many of thefe cuftoms, 
cxctfes, and inland duties, ^ffeft the neceflaries 
of life, or atleaft, the indifpenfable conveniences! ' 
of life, as well as (bme of the materials necef- 
fary for working up our manufaflurcs j and 


that, whep *a tax is laid upon any commodity, 
the dealers in that commodity always do, and 
iikleed muft raife the price a great deal mofe 
than the tax laid upon it, in order to make godd 
the incereft of the money they advance for pay- 
ing that ta^,' arid the rift they run 6f lofing it 
by bad debts ; we cannot be at a lofs t6 find 
the true caufe of the irtcreafe'of wages, and the , 
advanced price of all manufa(5fcures in this 
country ; without malicioufly imputing it to the 
idlenefs or extravagance of oi/r people : for *the 
labourer moft live by his wages; and her that 
employs him by his profits : and if by taxes 
you increaTc the neceflary expence of 'both,' the ' 
former muft have higher wages, and the latter 
greater profits ; otherwife 'the one muft ftarve, 
and the other become bankrupt.

By the 2d, it was chafted,' that th© tonnage 
and poundage granted by 9 W. HI, chap. 2^^ 
Ihould, from the 9th of March, 1791-2, he cpn> 
tinu^d to her majedy during her life. , 

By the 3d, that thefaid two branches, toge- 
ther with the hereditary excife, the revenud of 
the JPoft-Office, firft^froits, fines of the Alie- 
nation. Office, pcrtft^fines, wine^licences, flierifFs 
profers, coippofitions in the Exchequer, and 
feizures of uncufto^ed and prohibited gpods, 
the revenue of the Diutchy of Cornwal, .and any 
other reveniue ao/ing.by the rents of lands in' 
England or Wale?, or fpr fine§, for.lcafes of the ,

public accounts gf the kingdom. 

Whereas many and gr^at aids, and provi- 
fions, have been given, raifed, ^nd affigned for 
jthe neceffary defence of the crown, and thefe 
kingdoms, and for the fgpport of the govern- 
ment: to the end therefore, that both your 
majefty, and the ^^vbok kingdom^ may be fatisfied, 
^nd truly informed therein, be it enafted, 6f^, ^ 
that William Bromley, Efq. Thomas ,Coke, 
|lfq. Sir Qodfrcy Copley, Bart. Robert Byerlev, 
Efq, Henry St. John, ]£fq. Francis Sqobell^ 
Efq. and Sir William Drake, Bart- Ihall be con- 
ftituted commiffioners for taking the accduntsi 
qf all money of the public rcven^jc gf th^ 
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In this fcffion the commiflioners of accounts' 
appointed by an zA of the former, prefentt* d tQ 
the houfe a rcprefentation, narrative, and oh- 
fervations upon, the public accounts, whereupori 
an addrefs, or rather rcmonftrance to her ma- 
jefty, was agreed to, and prc-fcnted by the whole 
houfe, Feb. 12, 1702-3 ; which is a piece that 
ought to be (iudied carefully by every man in 
the kingdom, but is too Jong to be inferted 
here •, and therefore we Ihall only pbferve, th^t 
in this remonftrance, they complain (amongft 
other things) againft the Earl of Halifa)^, then 
auditor of the Exchequer, for not tranfmicting 
regularly the impreft rolU to the Rernembranccr 
of the Exchequer, by which the latter was pre- 
vented from fuing fuch accomprants as were in 
arrear •, againft the Earl of Ranelagh, late pay- 
inafter, for not accounting for iipwards of 
twenty-one millions fterling ; and againft Jacob 
Vanderefche, Efq. paymafter to his ^hen late 
|Dajefty*s Dut^h forced, they complain in thefe 
words : 

** That he hath received 3,025,753/. 9^. 
^* 6d. which, by computation, is 52.907/. 6 s. 
f* 9 d. i more than the pay of thole troops 
^ could' have amounted to, if they had beeq 
5' always complcat, no deduftions made frorh 
.?* them, apd upoq an Englifli eftabliflimenti| 
V which all of them were not; artd yet the 
f faid Vanderefche hath pafled no account at 
^* all -, and, though often fgmmoned, hath never 
«« appearpd before the faid commiflioncrs of 
?* public accounts, but ftands indebted to the 
?' faid troops, in 112,229/. 9 J. 8d. which is 
?• now demanded as an arrear due to them froin 
«« yourmajefty and the .public/- » 

From tiiefe and the like complaint^ they ot^- 

' fcrved, that the great debt which lay upon the 

nation, and all the arrears which were ovying ta 

Jicr majefty's forces, di4 OQt arife fo much from 
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Jthe deficiencies of the funds, as for want of 
tare in the management, and fidelity in th<? 
application of them. 

The Houfe of Lords likevirife entered into an 
enquiry into the public accounts, and defired 
fhat the cpmmifiioners, who were members of 
the Houfe of Commons, might have leave to W 
examined before their committee, but the com- 
mons, tifter fearching precedents^ did not think fif 
to confent to it. However, their lordfhips or- 
dered the report of their proceedings to be 
printed at the end of the fcffion ;' and even from 
their own report it appears, that the defign of 
their enquiry was to juftify the I^ord Halifax % 
^nd to (hew that there had been as great neg^ 
Jefts in the public offices before the Revolu^ 
jtion as afterwards ; but, at this diftanceof time, 
it is impoffible to judge the truth of the fad* 
contefted between the two houfes; only wp 
rnuft obferve, that the Earl of Ranelagh, who 
had been expelled the Houfe of Commons, and 
*Squire Vanderefche, do not fecm to have had 
pnc friend in the houfe of Lords •, for there is 
pot one wprd in their report about either of 
them.

By this aft, the 3700 /. per week, paya bic 
put of the hereditary cxcife, by 12 W. Ill, 
phap. 12. (See p. 85.) and i Ann, fefll i, 
chap. 7, for five years, was mortgaged for 90 
years, from March 25, 1704, in order to railc 
1,01^,867/ 18 J. 6d, by the fale of annuities 
forninety nine years, at fifteen years purchafe, 
900,000/. of which was to be applied to the 
life of the war, and 118,867/. iSs. "64. tq 
pay the annuities, until the 25th of December^ 
1705, inclufive; and alfo to raife 300,000/, 
more for the ufe of the war, together with 
what fcoiUd be neceffary to difcharge the an^ 
nuities till the faid 25th of pccem^r, 1705^ 
inclufive.

Thefe were all the provifions made by thi^ 
feflion •, but the Committee of ways and meansf

praftifingas fuch^ all preachers and teachers in

^nd all and every pcrfon or perfons, praclifing 
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the art of phyfic, orfurgery, and all and every 
pcrfon, and perfons, excrcifmg any other pro- 
feflions whatsoever, not being fuch profeffions .

Upon thefe refolutions, bills were, as ufual, 
ordered to be brought in, but none of them had 
the good fortune to be paffed into a law : even 
' the laid fecond refolution of January 3, though 
fuch a regulation had formerly been inferred in 
the land tax a6t, yet now could not obtain a 
plac^ in that bill, the fame having been before 
pafled into a law, or in any other bill that was 
paflcd into a law ; the reafon of which probably 
was, becaufe* it had never produced any thing 
worth while; and indeed it never can, whilft 
the commiffioners are named by parliament, and 
the affeflbrs publicly known ; which will al- 
ways be the cafe, unlefs our landed gentlemen 
ftiould, at laft, for the fake of their country and 
their pofterity, agree to a new affcfimenc, and 
a ftridl fcrutiny being frequently made into 
the yearly value of their own cftatcs.

ajjigning the annuities ^ after the rate of three

Whereas by X2 W. Ill, chap. 12, it wats 
cnafted, that in lieu and difcha»-gc of certain pcr-^ 
petual annual payments, and of all arrears there- 
of, granted by King Charles the Second, to thd 
refpedive patentees thereiti named, the here- 
ditary revenue of excifc, in the faid aft men* 
tioned, fhould, from and after December 26, 
1705, be and ftand charged for ever with the 
payment of annual fums after the rate of three 
pounds per cent, per anmm^ for the principal 
lums mentioned in the faid refpeftive letters- 
patent, to be ifTucd and paid out of the faid re- 
venue, by quarterly payments, out of the receipt

By this aft a new agreement was eftabliflied 
with the Bank*, which was conditionally made 
before, or foon after the meeting of the parlia- 
ment; and, being laid before the parliament, 
by way of a propofal from the Bank, the fame 
was approved of, firft, by the committee of 
ways and means, and on the loth of February 
by the houfe, whereupon an addrcfs was rc- 
folved on, that her majefty would iffue a com- 
miflion under the great feal, for taking fub- 
fcriptions for enlarging the capital dock of the 
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Bank^ to enable them to comply with the prp« 
pofal they had made, and the Houfe had ac- 
cepted. But, that the reader may the more 
eafily underftand the terms of this propofal, it 
feems proper to give him a fliort ftatc of the 
affairs of the Bank, as they then ftood* 
' By the 5th of W. and M. chap. 20, the 
capital flock of the Bank confiftedof 1,200,000 /. 
being the fum then lent by them to the go- 
vernment, for which they were to have an an- 
nuity of 100,000 /. till repaid, and till then they 
were to continue a corporation; but the cor-j 
poration was to ceafe upon twelve months no- 
tice after tHe ill of Augufl 1705, and repay-, 
menc of thefaid fum, and all arrears of the faid 
annuity. By 8 and 9 W. Ill, chap. 20, the 
Bank was empowered to encreafe their capital^ 
in order to enable them to pay off tallies, or 
orders upon feveral deficient funds, and they 
were to have an annuity at the rate of 8L per 
cent, upon all fueh as they did pay off*, in pro- 
portion to which their capital was to be in- 
creafed, which was not to be redeemed till 
after -the ifl of Augufl, 171P, upon twelve 
months notice, when, upon repayment of all 
that was due to them, the corporation was to 
ceafe ; and by this a(^ it was provided, that 
during their continuance^ no other Bank was 
to be erefted, or permitted by a6t of parlia- 
ment ; but this was the only exclufive privilege 
as yet granted. Thus the affairs of the Bank 
fiood gntil 5 Ann. chap. 13, when the Bank 
undertook to circulate 1,500,000/. in Exche- 
quer Bills, in conficjcration of which they were 
to have an annuity of 4/. 10 s. per cent, till 
paid off*; and to enable them to circulate thofe 
bills, they were empowered to make what call 
they pleafed for money from their proprietors. 
Mid were to continue a corporation tUl thofo 


bilk (hould be paid off and cancelled ; ftft^ 
which, ,that is to fav> by an «<St of the very

Mntil the faid ift of Auguft, fo that for this 
400,000 /• they were to have intereft for the 
firft two years, but none afterwards. And 
gdly.

In copft- 
deration of all this, they were to have liberty to 
^double their capital by new fubfcriptions, at 
fuch rate as they thought fit»^ ^dly. They werp 
to ha^ve annuity of 106,501/. 13 J. sd, being

IPy this a,6l new dutijBs wpre Ijlcewife iippofed 
on paper, paftchoard^, m|lboar4s, and fcajc- 
boards, imported into CVeat-Britain, or made 
within the fame, granted from June 24, 1712. 
until June 25, 1744^ a new duty on paper 
printed^ painted, or ftaincd, in Great Britain ; 
to ferve for hangings and ot;her ufes, for thp 
iame time -, a duty or 3P per cent, zd valorem;^ 
upon all books, prints anjl maps, imported, 
bound or unbound, into Great- Britain^ >yas 
granted for the fame time, &c. fcfr. And by 
this ad: all'our foap-boilers, paper-makers, and 
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callicoc printers, were fubjcaed to the laws of 
Excife, and the crown was impowered to ap« 
pomt no Icfs than three new fets af commiffio- 
* . ners, oqe for the excife on home-made foap, 
cn^ for that on home made paper, and one for 
that on home-(nade c^Uicoes, with fuch fubpr- 
dinate officers as they might think neceflary for 
each broad and each coUediop. AU thefe duties, 
except a ftpaU duty upon cards and dice, m^dp 
before June 12, 1711, and the duty upon ipa 
additional hackney chairs, were granted for 
cftablifhing a fund of 1 68,903 /. per annum^ for 
paying off in 32 years, the principal fum of 
1,341,740/. with intereft at St. per cent, and if 
ever any deficiency, the fame to be niade goodj 
out <^ the firft aid, afterwards granted b^ 
parliament. And upon this fund was to be 
raifed, by way of lotiery, at 10 L a ticket, no , 
more than 1,800,000 A for the pubHc fcrvice, 
ib that we were to pay 541,740 /. which is ^bove

By this a6t pew and additional duties were 
laid upon the goods mentioned in the title i 
and a new body of people, paniely, our ftarch-? 
makers, for fale, or not for fale, and wire- 
drawers^ w^re fvibjefteci to the laws of cxcifci^ 
and to two ne\y fets of commlflioricrs apd pffi-. 
ters to.b^ appointed by tjie crown, one.forlevy-5 
ing this exeii'e upon ftarch,. and the ptljer foi^ 
^hat on wire. AU- ^hefc d.vjtics y^'crc grqnt^^ t'ojC' 
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32 years, from Auguft i, or June 16, or July^ 
1 , 1 7 1 2, in order to eftablifli a fund of 1 68,003/. 
p^r annum^ for paying off in 32 years the prin* 
cipal fum of 2,341,990/. with intereft at 6/. 
ppr cenf. And here too it was provided, that 
if there fhould ever be any deficiency, it fhould 
be made good out of the firft aid, to be after- 
wards granted by parliament j notwithftanding 
which fecurity, no more than 1,800,000/. was 
, upon this fund to be raifed for the public fer- 
vice, by a lottery at a 100/. a ticket, confe- 
quently for this fum in ready money, we were to 
pay a premium of 541,990/. which is above 36 
fef cent, with intereft upon premium and. prin- 
cipal, until the whole (hould be repaid. 

Asa claufe of appropriation was now become 
ufual at the end of every feflion, a long claufe 
was infertcd in this laft aft, by which the fup- 
plies granted in this feflion were very par- 
ticularly appropriated ; but after that were two 
claufes, one in favour of the South-Sea com- 
pany, and another in favour of the annuitants, 
who had purchafed upon the aft of 6 Ann. 
chap. 5, by which it was provided, that no , 
appropriation fliould hinder the payment of the 
annuity due to the faid company, or making 
good the deficiencies of the quarterly payments 
to the faid annuitants, incurred before the 25th 
of December 17 12. 

It is remarkable, that the commiflloners for 
taking, examining, and ftating the public ac- 
a>unts, having reported fevcral practices relat- 
ing to the affairs of the army, and laid feveral 
difpofitions before the Houfe for proving thofe 
prafticcs, Robert fValpok^ Efq. (fincc Earl of 
Orford) wasexpeird the Houfe, and committed 
to the Towen for receiving 500 guineas, and a 
note for 500/. more, on account of two con- 
trafts for forage for the troops quartered in 
Scotland, made by him when fecretary at war i

cent, per annum;, payaWe weekly, and a further 
yearly funi of 8000 /. payable quarterly 5 which 
quarterly payments, togpthet with 45,000/.

• aids granted by pdrliament. But, as moft of 
the branches of this general fund were not yet 
free from the mortgage 'made of them before 
the fajd 7 Ann. chap. 7^ therefore the fame 
power was now again given to the Treafury, ^ 
was given by that *dt, namely, to compute 
quarterly what was grown due for intereft and 
premium, for fatisFadion of the fame, until the 
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faid general fund fhould become free, and ap^ 
plicable to the ufes by this and the laid aft of 
7 Ann. chap. 7, intended and direded. Thus, 
for gaining a little popularity to our minifters, 
and a little eafe to our land-holders, we. were to, 
pay a quarterly compound intereft of above 6 /.

to borrow, which fort of intereft always equals 
the principal in about ten years. 

By feft. 27, of this aft, her majefty was im- 
powered to appoint, by letters-patent, the an* 
j3ual fum of 35,000/. to be iffucd weekly, or 
quarterly out of the civil-lift revenue for 32 
years, from Michaelmas 171 j, to be paid as 
fhc fliould direft, to fuch perfons as (houid ad- 
Tanccthe fum of 500,000/. for paying off the 
debts of the civil lift ; which annual fum was, 
during her life, to be iflued out of the whole of 
the civil-lift revenue eftablilhed by i Ann. ftat; 
I, chap. 7, and, after her demife, it was to be. 
iffued out of the hereditary part of that revenue* 
And, to the difappointment of ufurers, it was 
provided by feft. 34, of this aft, that if any of 
the original creditors of the civil-lift had fqld 
and -affigned the debt, or arrcar due to themi 
. they might, at any time,- within fix months after 
the end of that feflion, redeem the fame, upon 
paying back the principal fum really advanced 
for fuch fale, with intereft at 6 fer cent, from 
the time it was advanced. 

Upon report from the commiffioners for ftat* 
ing the public accounts, it appeared to the 
Houfe, tiiat William Churchill^ Efq; a member 
of the Houfe, had, while he was a commif- 
fioner for fick and wounded feamcn, rcfcrved ta 
himfelf half the profits to arifc on fomc of the 
contrafts made by that board ; on which the 
following refolution was agreed to nem. €o^m 
viz. 


That, for any commiflioner, or other perfon, 
cntrufted by her majefty in making contrafts 
for public fcrvices, to be a partner in fuch con- . 
traft, or to refcrve a fliare for any other perfon, 
is an high breach of truft, and a notorious . 
corruption. This was on May 7, ^nd May 16, 
upon a report from the fame commiffioners, it 
appeared to the Houfe, that Thomas Earl of 
IVbarton^ had received looo/, for procuring a 
place for a gentleman, both therein Earned, on 
which it was refolved, that the giving or taking 
money for procuring offices relating to the ma- 
nagement of the public revenue, is a fcandalous 
corruption, and highly detrimental to the pub- 
lic. But, as both thofe crimes were committed 
before the act of indemnity, 1708-9, and not 
excepted, as few fuch crimes ever are in any 
fuch aft, the Houfe could proceed no farther 
againft the criminals.

pafteboards, mill'd boards, and fcale-boards, 
imported, feveral different duties upon different 
forts particularly ~ named, and upon all other 
10/. per cefit, ad valorem.

Several different duties upon the 
different forts named, and upon all other forts, 
6f. per cent, ad valorem. Upon chequer*d, 
ftriped, and printed linens, imported, except as ' 
thereirn excepted, and that may be worn here, 
1 5 1' per cent, ad valorem: upon all lilks printed 
at home, 6 d. per yard, reckoning half-yard 
wide 5 upoia filk handkerchiefs fo printed, i d. 
per yard fquare 5 upon all callicoes, yard wide, 
^ fo printed, 3 d, per yard ; and upon all linen 

and fluffs, except woollen, yard wide, fo print- 
ed, three half-pence per yard: upon all ftarch 
imported, 2 d. per pound j and on home-made

. AH thefe duties were appropriated (with a 
claufe as ufual for making good the deficiency) 
towards eftablifhing a yearly fund of 105,000/.

money was, by an aft of this feflion, reduced 
to 5 /. per cent, it was neceflary, it fecms, to 
make the ignorant believe, that the public, 
could borrpw iov four. 
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THESE may be properly divided into 
cujloms^ excifes, and inland duties. Cuf- 
ioms we call thofe duties, that arc paid by the 
importer, and are under the management of 
the commiffioners of the cufioms ; excifes arc 
thofe duties paid by the manufadlurefs, or re- 
tailers, and are under the management of the 
commiffioners, and governed by the laws of 
excife, or under particular commiffioners, arm- 
ed with the powers of excife. And inland dutiey 
we call thofe which ate paid by the retailers, but 
are under the management of particular boards 
of commiffioners, with officers appointed for 
coUcfting them. 

The cuftoms confift of the following branches." 

I. That properly called cuftomsj which confift 
of five feveral parts, v/a. 

I. The old fubfidyy or fuhfidy inwards^ firft' 
granted by ftat. 12 Char. II, chap. 4, and con- 
tinued as to one half thereof, to Auguft i.

XVL To thefe we (haU add the land-tax ^ 
for, though this tax was never granted for above 
a ire^r »t 2^ time, yet as it was annually graftted, 
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and was fubfifting at the death of Queen Anne, 
we may reckon it among our inland duties } 
and, it is almoft certain, that we ihall be Tub- 
y&. to it as long as we are liable to any tax 
whatfoever. This tax, at leaft in its prefcnt 
form, was granted in the beginning of King 
William's reign, and continued for that time, 
at IS. 2s. 3 J. or 4/. in the pound, until the 
laft year of Queen Anne, when, by 12 Ann. 
fe(r. 2, chap. I, an aid was granted to her ma- 
jefty to be raifed by a land-tax of 2i, in the 
pound for the year 171 4, beginning as ufual, 
March 25. 

Thus we have at laft made an end of our 
long lift of taxes, which were .fubfifting at the 
end of Queen Anne*s reign ; but there were 
feveral others, that like noifome meteors, made 
. their appearance for a year or more, ahd then 
vanifbed. Thefe we have forborne to mention, 
becaufe,- we believe, the reader will be, by this 
time, as heartily tired of reading, as wc are of 
colleAing and writing fuch a difagreeble fcroll 
as that we have now given. Let him confider 
then what the people muft be who are to pay 
thefe taxes, and on account of thefe taxes made 

Jiable to an infinite number of pains, penalties, 
and hard(hips;. befides being in many cafes 
deprived of that which is the glory of Englifli- 
men, to he tried ly God and their country ; and 
fure to fuffer the utmoft rigour of juftice for an 
innocent aft made criminal by law, if they 
have ever, upon any occafion, behaved like 

^z;: free horn Britain^ or difohliged a revenue 
commiflioner, or ^ neighbouring juftice of 
peace : whereas, if they have behaved like 
what place- men ctIIA^ quiet and good fubjeils^ they 

• may expeft what mitigation they pleafe, which 

, thefe cprpminioners, 6r juftiqcs, are impowerad 
' to grant. 


* If the wars we engaged in were abfoluteljr 
, neccffary •, and, if it was abfolutely ncceffary 
for us to carry them on in the manner we did» ^ 
furely every man in England, had he forcfeeri 
the confequence, wpuld have fubmittcd to a 
juft and equal pound-rate upon his revenue, or 
annual income, whether from land, trade, or 
bufmefs, rather than fubjeft the trade and peo- 
ple of his country, to fo many dangers and dif- 
ficukies, by obliging our rulers to raifc money , 
by taxes upon confumption. This would have 
been 'for the particular intercft of every man in 
the kingdom -, for it may be demonftrated, that 
from a pound-rate oi 2s. in the pound only, if 
juftly and equally aflelTed, and effeftually car- 
ried into execution, we fhould, with moderate 
taxes upon luxury, fo as not to occafion fmug- 
ling, have raifed more money annually, thaa 
the war cod us, even in the lavilh manner it 
was carried 00 5 whereas it is now generally ad- 
mitted, that eve^y man in the kingdom, one 
with another^ pays loj.oq account of our taxes 
upon confumption, for every- 20 j. he fpcnds 
yearly for the fupport of himfclf and family, fo 
that every man is a great lofer by our method 
of railing -money for the public fef vice, except 
inifers and hoarders of money. 

But when that which we now call ziand-ta^ 
was firft thought of, there were many errors in 
the methods propofcd for carrying it into exe- 
cution, particularly that of laying the whole 
bpon the landlord, whereas one moiety only 
Ihould have been laid upon the landlord, 
and the ot-her upon the tenant. We know 
it will be faid, that a tax upon the tenant is 
really a tax upon the landlord* becaufe itdifable^ 
the tenant from paying fuch a high rent as he 
otherwife might-, but does not a tax of equal 
amount upon confumption produce the fame et- 
fc<a? In this rcfpeft therefore they are equal j 


what then muft be the confequehce ef a tzXon 
confumption cf fuadruple tbB atfMmi ? aflld^ in 
genera], we ought to xonfider) that a taXy likt 
every other burdeni is the more eafily barney 
the more fliouklers jOu put it on» u^& yof^ 
put it on fuch (boulders as cannot bear ^ny ^rt 
of it ( for then you are obliged to bear the 
bearer as well as bis (bare of the burden \ which 
will always be the confequence 6f laying taim 
upon workmen^ labourers, and fervants, isit 
tipon any thing they muft neceflarily confumei 
for fuch taxes only ferve to enhance the price of 
labour, and confequently the . prkre of every 
thing thereby produced, which of^ ciwrlle leflens 
our exporution^ and iAJures every branch of 
our trade, 

^^'e could point out many other miftakes; 
but ^all now only add, that we believe tht()r 
were ddfigned* We believe fome of the cour- 
tiers of thofe days deggned^ that this method 
of railing mcmey fluiuld not prove effe&ual^ in 
' order to reduce us to (he neceifiiy of talking 
confumjStion ; i. JBecaufe fuch watB mi^ ai* 
ways be heavy upon trades fiflierie% afid mamn 
faaures, and confequently prevent eur being 
fuch formidable rivals to the Dutch t i|nd 7^\y^ 
Bccaufc fuch (axes ipcrea^ the power of minif- 
ters, and give thetp the abiblmte difpofat of 
large fums of money, as they have the power 
not only of naniing the o^ers employed in the 
colleftion, but of ^pp^iming what number of 
officer^, and what falaries they think ^U Thefe 
are our reafons for being, of futh an opinion | 
and t^^iben Marquis of HalUUx feems to have 
been of the fame opinion, as appears from 9 
' ^ra6t of his publiflied in tke H0$ry tf Englsnd^ 
hy an impartial hand^ vol. 2, p. 467, whici^ 
piece, as welt as the hiftory, we muft r^cona-i 
intnd to the re^f^r's per\(lc^}, 


The dcfiga of the court therefore being to 
/ehd^r taxes iipon confumption necedary, ttiey 
gave thcmfeives no trouble about th^ afleflmeni: 
that was td be made, in order to raife money 
by a pound rater, blit, oh the contrary, connivea 
^t mod of the lands in the kihgddm beiiig af* 
fefled at lefs thah half their yearly value, ind at 
afleffing Hock in trade, infteadi of afiefling the 
yearly pfofits made by trade, or any other fort 
of employment : as to both Which, indeed, they 
Were warranted by the praftice of fornier timies ; 
but the circumftances of the nation were now 
very different, in fornier times, I bean before 
the reftoration, or rather before the civil war$ in 
Icing Chirles the Firft*s reign, annual taxes were 
not neceflTaiy. Our aids and Tubtidies, tenths 
and fi/teenths, were granted bnly^ upon parti- 
cular occafiohs, when war, or any other mis- 
fortuhe, required any extraordinary public ex- 
pence ; and, as war. was then generafly but of 
(hort duration, thefe taxes did not often require 
to be annually renewed \ but now, whch we mui 
have annual taxies, fuch taxes ought to be im« 
i3ofed either upon conrum|)tion, or upon annuaji 
profits : it is therefore ridiculous to talk of 
ftock in trad^ ; becaufe fome employments re- 
quire d great ftock, and yet may yield but very 
little profit, and others yitld a great annual pro- , 
fit without any ftock. As experience is the beft 
inftruftor, Wfc have now no occafion to-lhew th? 
mifchrefs that muft be brought upon a free trad* 
ing country by tayes qpon confumption, efpe- 
cially when railed by excifes, which are the 
only methods whereby they can be equally and 
effeftually raifed. Thefe mifcbicfs every think- 
ilig man in the kingdbni is now fcnfible of;^ 
but 6uf landed gentlemen having once got their 
pftates affeffed at fuch an undervalue, they would 
liBvfer think t&f eflfeftqul rti^thods for taxing any 
ip$her4©rt Qf yearly incomes becaufe if they had.

they muft have confented to a new afleflTmcnt, 
^nd indeed, to frequent aflTeffments of their own 
eftates ; and, as taxes upon confumption, give 
minifters fuch an addition of power, it is not tot 
be expefted, that they will ever think of raifing 
money for the public fcrvice by any other nio- 
thod. 

This is the true caufe of our having fo long 

and fo obftinately perfifted in this . method of 

raifing the neceflary annual fupplies. It is true, 

that by this method, the people are not fo fcn-r 

, lible of the public expcnce, or of wh^t they 

pay towards it, efpccially when every tax is 

mortgaged as foon as impofed ; but, for this 

very reafon, every honeft nian ought to be againl^ 

it; for the people ought always to be nxade 

fenfible of both ; becaufe they will then look 

more narrowly into the public accounts ; they 

will ibe mor« cautious of involving themfelves 

in war : they will prevent our minifters engagT 

in^ in any wild and e^^pehfive fchemes, or per- 

fifting in them after experience has (hewn them 

to be impraftieable ; and, we believe, every 

one w411 allow, that by this method alone, it 

was poflible for our minifters to bring the nation 

under fiich a load of debts as that we groaned^ 

under at the end of Queen An^e*s reign.

And no part bf their faid' annuittet 
was to be redeemed before Midfummer 1723^ 
but upon a yearns notice afterwards to be re* 
deemable, upon paying not leis than a million 
at a time. And for lecqring the payment of 
thefe additional annuities, the 14th branch of 
the * cuftbms^ and the 6th of f inland annuities 
were continued for ever, and appropriated to 
this ufe. ' 

This fdlion began the 23d of November 6 Geo. r^ 
1719, and ended the nth of June 1720 ; and*7*9« 
the ways and means for railing the fupplies 
granted in it, were as follow :

This aft recites^ that divers afts oF parlia- 
ment have been made and paflcd, whereby fe-

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been granted, or condoued in perpetuity, or for 
ibme eftate, term, or intereft then in beings 
and all, or tnoft of the faid public duties, re- 
venues, and incomes were, and flood clogged 
and incumbered by anthority of parliament, with ' 
fundry annuities, yearly funds, debts, or pay- 
ments charged thereupon refpedtively, and pay- 
able out of the fame, either in perpetuity, or 
for term or terms of life, lives, or years. In 
fome cafes abfolutely, or in other cafes fubjeft 
to a power of redemption by parliament* 

It then recites 4 and 5 W. and M. chap. 3, 5 
and 6 W. and M. chap. 20, 12 and 13 W. Ill, 
chap. 12, I Ann. fcff. i, chap. 7,^ md 3 Ann. 
chap. 3, 3. and 4 Ann.. chap. 2, 4 Ann. chap.

And 
thcfe again were of two forts ; that is, fuch as 
had an annuity, or yearly intereft of 5/. per 
cent, attending them till redemption, amount- 
ing in the whole to 11,7/9,660/.

or fuch as had an annuity of 4/. per cent, only, 
attending them till redemption, amounting^n 
the whole to 4,766,82 1 /• 15 i. 9 i. ?. 

The irredeemable debts confifted of thofe an- 
nuities which had been fold for a certain term of 


years, without any power of redemption; and 
thtffc Hkeiirife wer6 'Of two forts; for they con- 
fitted of annuities that had' been fold for a long 
term* of years, thaiPk'to fay, for 99^';96-,:or 89 
years,* tbmputed* tb- amount in the. whole td

ed ofvahifuiti^s that bad' been fold for a ftiort 
term of years, that is to fay, for 32 years, 
amountihg in the whote to 127,260/.^. 6 J. id.

• Thcfe were the public debts which the com-^ 
pa^)^ were to redeem, and their propofals efta- 
blifhed by this aft, were as follow, ift* That 
be|fore the ift of March 1721, rhcy would take^ 
in all the redeemable debts, either, by purchafe, 
fubfcriptions, or pating them off, provided they

By this aft a new tax was invented and im- 
pofed, viz. a tax of 6 d. per ounce troy, upon 
all filvcr plate that fliould be imported into, or ' 
made in this kingdom*, and, becaufe we had 
not before a fufficient number of lucrative 
places at the difpofal of the crown, his majefty 
was impowered to appoint a new fet of com- 
miffioners, who were to appoint officers under 
them, for levying and managing this duty, 
with fuch falaries as the Treafury (hould think 
fit to allow ; and for due levying of the fame, 
they, were armed with all the powers of excife. 
This therefore may be callied the 28th branch of 
excife^ and was granted for ever after June i, 
1720; on which his majefty' was enabled to 
borrow 312,000/. at 4/. per cent, with the 
finking fund as a collateral fecurity, to be appli- 
ed to the fupply of the cnfuing year 5 and, for 
the fame purpofe, the fum 0^200,737/.

Bjr this ad the Royilpicchange and London. 
Affurance companies were eftablilhed ; each of 
^hich' w;is to pay, in confideration of tlieir char- 
ter, 500,000/. for the ufe of his rtiajefty, to 
difchargd^'the debts and expences of his civil 
govertraicnt ; though na account of thefe debts 
had been laid before the Houfe, nor any relb-r 
lution of the committee of fupply for paying 
thcnfi off: nay, when a motion was made. May 
jSj for an ajccount of thofe debts, the fame was 
rejeftedy and an addrefs agreed to, for acknow* 
ledging his majefty's goodnefs in applying the 
advantages arifing. from the eftabliflimcnt of 
thefe companies^ to the ufc of his civil govern- 
ment,' without burthcning his people with any 
new aid or fupply; which feems fom^thing very 
extraordinary, as the Houfe had no parliamen- 
tary knowledge of the exidence of ^y fucii 
debts..

had not aflifted by fubfcribing, or purchafing a( 
a much higher price than the ftock could be 
worth, with no other view than that of taking 
advantage of the prevailing madnefs, it would 
Jiave been impoffible for the contrivers to have 
blown up the bubble ; and ha man, in either 
houfe of parliament, who confented to the law 
jthat (et the fcheme on foot, could lay that he 
was intirely innocent ; the publig was the only 
pcrfon, if we may be allowed the expreOion, 
who was entirely innocent ^ and therefore the 
j)rincif al c^re of the parliament jbould now have

10, of the fame fcflioni as 
alfo from all debts, 6fr, thea incurred by the faid ' 
company; and the Bank andEaft-India com- 
pany were to. have each a proportional (hare of 
allowance for charges of management. But, as 
the proprietors of the annuities and public 
debts, which had been fubfcribcd into the Southf 
Sea company, contended, that they were not . 
bound by fuch their fubfcriptions, and were ac- 
tually preparing to have the queftion decided by 
law ; therefore It was provided, that if thefc 
proprietors ihould, by due cpurfe of law, be 
. rcleafcd from their fubfcriptions, any bargain j 
or adignment made by the faid company, in 
purfuance of this ad, fhould be'vqid. 

An afffor raijing money upon the eftates of the late ChMf.%i^ 
fub'governor^ deputy governor^ direSiorSy cajhievy ^ 

deputy cajhier^ and accomptant of the Soutb-Sea ^ 

£ompany^ and of John Aiflabie, Efq\ and Uke^ 
wife James Craggs, fenior^ Efq\ deceafed^ 
towards making good the great lofs and damage 
fujiained by the faid company ; and for di falling 
fuch of the faid perfons as are livings to bold any 
office or place of trujl under tbe crown^ or to fit 
or vote in parliament for the future \ and for 
other purpofes in the faid aSl exprejfed. 

By this aft, the eftates of all .the perfons 
mentioned in the title were vetted in truftees 
• to be fold, and tbe produce thereof, over and 
above what was by the aft allowed to each, was. 
appropriated to the South-Sea company, for 
increafing their capital ftock, and th,at of all 
the members thereof, in proportion to their 
refpeftiv« ihares therein. - 


Thcfc were the firft reguhtions that were 
made ; but, before this fi^ion ended, it was 
thought nccefiary to determine the difpute be* 
tween the company and thd fubfcribing pro« 
prietors of the annuities and public debts, by 
aft of parliament ; and therefore an ad paffed, 
entitled. An all for making fewral provifions /# 
tefttfre the public credit ^ which fuffers by the frauds 
md mifmanagmnents of the late direSors of the 
Scuth'Sea comparrf and others. 

By this ad it was enadted, ift, That the 
company fliouid be free from what they had 
engaged to pay the public for liberty of increaC* 
sng their capital by the pufchafe of the public 
debts ; and, in lieu thereof, two millions only 
of their capital ftock fhould be funk and anni- 
hilated from Midfummer 1722, together with 
the annuity attending the fame. 2dly, That the 
company (hould allow certain quantities of their 
ftock as therein . mentioned, to the proprietors 
of the faid annuities and public debts fubfcribed, 
and the proprietors of the money-fubfcriptions 
upon the money then advanced oy them 5 and 
that the former fhould accept of the fame in 
full of all claims ; and that the latter ihould be 
free from all farther payments, notwithftanding 
any doubt or qucftion concerning the validity 
of their fubfcriptions. gdly. That the increafed 
capital ftock, by means of this whole tranfac- 
tion, gained by the company, (hould be divided 
among all the proprietors of the whole capital 
ftock, in proportion to their feveral interefts 
therein. And, 4thly, That fuch perfons (brokers 
excepted) as had, fince the 25th of March 1720, 
borrowed money, of the company upon the 
pledge of ftock, or fubfcription-receipts, flu}uld 
be free from any future demand upon that ac- 
count, provided they paid to the company 10/. 
fer cent, of the money borrowed, before Mid- 


ftlmmer % ^ii^ and the pledges tx> belong ta the 
company. 

Thus the affairs relating to the conapany were 
fettled ; and it might have been expeded^ that 
after this, allcontradls for ftock at the high 
prices would have been declared void, which 
was abiblutely neceffary for rcftoring credit be- 
tween man and man, and it would have been 
but jufl: in the legiflature to have done fo, as 
they had, by thefe regulations, rendered the 
dock not worth half the intrinfic value it was 
when thofe centrals were made ; but, perhaps 
(bme of the leading men in our legiflature were 
fellers in many of thofe contra6h, and therefore, 
all that was done in regard to them, was only 
to declare^ that fuch of them as fhould be un- 
performed in whole or in part, and not com- 
pounded before September 29, 172 1, Ihould be 
void, if not regiftered before November r, 1721^ 
or, if the feller was not poifefled of the flock at 
the time the contraft was made, or within fix 
days after ; and' farther, that no fpecial bail 
fhould be required upon any adion brought on 
any fuch comrade This, inftead of being a 
relief to any buyer, not already a notorious ' 
bankrupt, was a forcing him to depart from any 
objedion he might have in law againft the con- 
trad he had made, and to compound, as foon 
as poflible, in order to preferve his credit, by 
preventing the regiftering of the contrad. We 
may therefore eafily judge whether the contrivers 
of this fham relief, were buyers or fellers in fuch 
contrads.

By this aft the ufual malt-tax was continued 
for another year, and fuch a precarious fitua- 
tion had our public credit been reduced to by

By this a£t, which was brought in, ahd 
pafled in confequence of a meflfage from his 
majefty, delivered April 8, bis majefiy was 
impowefed to raife 1,000,000/. either by iflfu- 
ing Exchequer bills at 2^^. per cent, per diem^ 
or by any other/ method at 3/. per cent, per 
anmm^ one moiety of which was to be applied 
towards repaying the money borrowed, and re«

fatisfying the debts and arrears, and other ufes ' ^ 
of his majefty's civil government-, and, as a 


fecurity for the repayment of this money, with 
the intereft to grow due thereupon, his majefty 
was to continue, during his life-^ the deduftion 
of 6 d. per pound out of the payments by the 
faid a£t made liable thereto -, and, after his de- 
mifej the faid fum, or fo much thereof, as 
Jhould remain unpaid, with all the intereft due^

This feflion became famous for the punifli- 
ment of one noble lord, and the pardon of 
'another, to wit, the Earl of Macclesfield, who 
•was impeached by the Commons, an^ punifhed 
"by judgment of the Lords, for mifdemeanors in 
his office of lord high chancellor j and Henry St. 
John^ late Lord Vilcount Bolinghr^ke^ who hav- 
ing obtained his majefty's pardon, got an aft 
pafled this feffion for enabling him to take and

of London and Wcftminfter,' and: withirtithe 
bills of mortality -, for which purpofc every fych

execution. Upon this tax, which was to com- 
mence at Midfummer 1726, and to continue for 
ever ; and which may be called the 17th branch 
of inland-duties, the funi of 500,000/. was to be 
. raifed by ifluing Exchequer bills at 2 d. per cent^ 
per Mem i the lurplus, if any, to be applied to- 
wards difcharging the bills, add, if not fufEcient 
to pay the intereft yearly, the deficiency to be 
made good out of the Sinking Fund, to be re« 
placed out of the firft aids afterwards to be 
granted^ according to a former precedent for 
making the Sinking Fund a collateral (ecurity^ 
which precedent, we fhall fee, was often after- 
wards followed. Likewiie, by claufes in this 
a£t, the commiffioners were impowered to li- 
cence 100 more hackney chairs, at io/« each 
per amum^ which was appropriated to the fame 
v(f with the former tax on hackney coaches and 
chairs.

An aSlfor relief of the fuitors of the High Court ^/Chap-sji 
-Chancery. 

By this aft, a great many new ftamp duties 
were impofcd upon law proceedings of almoft 
aH kinds, in order to make good the lofs which 
had been fuftained by many of the fuitors in 
Chancery, by the infolvency of fomc of the' mat- 
ters ; which was to commence from Auguft 2> 
1 72-6, and to continue for fixteen years ; and 
is to be reckoned the 1 8th branch of our inland^ 
duties *. Upon this fund the faid court was 
enabled to borrow 60,000 /. at 5 /• per cent, for 
anfweririg, we prefume, fuch fuitors as had oc- 
cafion for their money \ for furely, the court 
was not to borrow money at intereft, in order 
to lodge it in the Bank, without any intereft*

6d.i'y thefe two fums amount- 
ing together to 1,199,392 /. 15 s. 2 d. I, were 
dircdcd by this aft to be paid off half-yearly. 


But of the growing produce of the Sinking 
Fund, and notice of redemption to be .given 
accordingly ; and if the Treafury (hould think 
proper, the fame was to be paid off before dif* 
charging the Exchequer bills then charged upon 
the Sinking Fund.

By this aft, his majefty was impowered to 
borrow 370,000/. at 4/. per cent, uppn the 
furplus of the 2 2d branch of the cuftoms, 
which had been continued for a long term by 

5 Geo. I, chap. 9, and afterwards for ever by 

6 Geo. I, chap. 4. And if this furplus fhould 
not be fufficient to pay the intereft, the defi^ 
ciency was to be made good out of the next 
aids, or out of the Sinking Fund. 

Upon a report from the committee of th^ 
whole Houfe, March 7, it was refolved, that in

four years, from Midfummcr 15^19, to Mid 
. fummer 1723, no siore than 1500/. had been 
paid into the Exchequer on account of the du- 
ties on hawkers and pedlars ; and that by this 
negkft, there was a deficiency of 36,693 /. 13 h 
5 d. And yet, though it thus appeared to the 
Houie, that the officers of the Exchequer had 
^ been negligent of their duty, not fo much as a 
^ mo:tionwas made for enquiring into thecon* 

duft of any of them. Nay, the commiffioners 
' of hawkers and pedlars diemfelves were fuf- 
fered to efeape all manner jyC parliamentary 
punifliment* 

In the account laid before this fefTion, how 
the mcMiey granted for laft year had been dif^ 
pofcd of, there was one article thus : Jiem^ 
For fecuring the trade of this kingdom, and pre* 
ferving the peace of Europe, 125,000 /. 

And though any farther explanation of this 
groTs aiticle was, February 21, abfolutely re- 
fufed to the Houfe ; yet, upon the queftion, it 
was carried by a great majority, that no fuch 
explanation ihould be inftfted on; which is 
a precedent that may make future minifters 
very indifferent how they Squander the public 
money. 
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A LL the taxes which fubfiftcd at the be- 
jr\ ginning of the fornier reign, were fub- 
fifting at the beginnir^ of the prcfent, with fome 
few alterations, which wc have given an ac- 
count of before in this hiftory : and all except 
the land and malt-taxes, and a very few others, 
were now eftablifhed for e^ver ; but the method 
of perpetuating our taxes, had been greatly al^ 
tered in favour of the crown; for when taxes 
firft began to be granted far every as a fecurity 
for the money to be borrowed upon them, it 
was, as to many of them, provided by the a6k 
that granted them, that, as foon as tl)e money 
borrowed upon them, with all arrears of ifttereft, 
ihould be fully paid and fatisfied, the taxes 
ihould ceafe, and be no longer .payable : but 
thefe, and all other taxes, have fince been 
granted for ever^ with a provifioa only, that 
R3 


after the money borrowed upon them, with al| 
arrears of intereft, fhould be fully paid and fa,- 
tisfied, the produce fhould not be iflued with- 
out the authority of parliament, or (bould be 
at the difpofal of parliament. Between thef(> 
two methods of granting, the reader muft fee 
a very remarkable difference, with regard to 
the fccurity of our conftitution. By the iirft 
method the tax ceafes of itfelf^ as foon as the 
money borrowed upon it is paid off*, and the 
people would no longer be bound by law to pay- 
it. But, by the fccond method, the people re- 
main bound by law to pay the tax, even after 
the money borrowed upon it has been fatisfied : 
nay, they muil remain fo bound until the 
crown has confented to an aft for repealing that 
by which the tax was granted: — And furely, a 
tyrannical fovereign might more eafily prevail 
with the officers of his Exchequer to iffue the 
money in their hands without authority of par* 
liamentj than he could prevail with the people to 
pay any tax whatfbever without the authority of 
parliament. A /ivi/ payment of all the national 
debt, which, indeed, is an event not much to 
be dreaded, would now therefore be one of the 
moft dangerous things that could happen to our 
conftitution, becaufe the king would then have 
a revenue of above four millions coming yearly 
into his Exchequer, without any new grant from, 
parliament ; and, after its being once there, it 
, would be very eafy for hjm to make himfelf 

matter of it, which revenue would efFedtually 
enable him to render his proclamations of equd 
force with an a£i: of parliament, efpecially if our 
parliaments, l^ a continued ^ourfe of corruption 
and fcreeningy fhould render themfelvcs diftafte- 
ful to the people. 

Now, as all the taxes fubfifting at the end of 
Queen Annc*s reign, were fubfifting at the end 
pf the Iftft reign, and had all, except as bcforcr 
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mentioned, been made perpetual according to 
the new method, we need only refer the reader 
to the lift of them in page 164, to page 184, of 
this hiftory, and obferve, that a 38th * branch 
had been added to the cuftoms by 8 Geo. I, 
chap. 20, a 28th f branch to the excife^ by 6 
Geo. I, chap, ii, and the 17th and an 1 8th J 
branch to our inland-duties, by i z Geo. I, chap. 
12, 33. The tax upon penfions, &fr. granted 
by 7 Geo. I, feff. i, chap. 27, may likewife be 
added to the number of inJand-duties \ becaufe 
all thofepcnfions^re paid by the people, and 
might be diminiflied, if the pofleffors can fpare ' 
tQ pay this tax upon them : and, the alteratioa 
in the duties upon coffee, tea, and chocolate, 
piade by 10 Geo. I, chap. 10, may properly 
enough be called the addition of a 29tn branch 
to the excife. Thus we had fubfifting, at the 
beginning pf this reign 38 branches of U cuftoms^ 
29 branches oi excife^ and 1.8 branches of iniand-^ ^ 
duties^ in all 85 different kinds of taxes ; many 
of which branches afieft a great variety of forts 
of goods i and th? laws relating to then) make

the 14th branch of j; inland-duties^^ with proper 
claufes for making good the deficiency, and 
difpofing of the excefs, if any fhould appear y 
\jpon which annuity the Bank engaged to ad-- 
vance 19250,000/. to be repaid at not le& 
than 500,000 /• at a time. And, by the fame 
aft, a further direftion was given for iffuing 
the produce of the Sinking Fund^ by paying 
500,000 A to the Bank, for redeeming a pro- 
portional part of their annuity of 80,000 1, efta^ 
bliflied by 1 1 Geo, I, chap. 9. As the duties 
thus mortgaged to the Bank were firft granted 
for paying off in 32 years, the principal as well 
as intereft of the debts charged upon them, the 
furplus arifing by the South-Sea company's pay- 
ing off that debt, and getting a right to thofcj

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duties, properly belonged to the ^nki/ig fund\ 
and therefore the rerinortgaging of that furplus 
was really, though not literally, an incroach- 
ttient upon that facred fund. 

An aS for making good ibe lots occafioned by a f am Chzp. 6. 
of money being ftolen out of bis majeftfs Excbe- 
quer^ in the year 1724. 

By this aft, the treafury were impowered to 
pay to Lord fFilliam Powlet^ out of the monies 
of iht Jinking fund^ 4,191/. 14J. 6d. to re- 
place fo mucn ftolen out of his office as Teller. 
of the Exchequer, This aft was pafled in pur- 
fuance of a petition from him, without being war- 
ranted by any refolution of the committee of 
fupply. 

An a£l for laying a duty upon compound water Sy ^ Chap. 17. 
fpirits^ and for licenfing the retailers tbereof. 

By this aft, a duty of 5 s. per gallon was laid ^ 
upon all compound fpirits in hand at Chriftmas 

1729, or afterwards to be imported, or home- 
made, over and above all former duties; and an 
annual tax of 20/, upon every retailer, in 
any quantity iefs then a gallon, to commence 
July I, 1729; for which purpofe every fuch 
retailer was, before that day, to take out a li- 
cenfe, and to renew it annually. But this aft 
was defigned rather as a prohibition of the retail 
of fuch liquors in fmall quantities, than as the pro- 
vifion for raifing money; and was to continue 
in force for five years only.

By this aft an agreement was eftabliflied with 
the Eaft-India company, by. which that com* 
pany was, on or before December 24, 1 730, jto 
advance, or rather to make a free gift to the 
government of 200,000/. to be applied to the 
current fervice^ and moreover thty agreed, that 
from and after Michaelmas 1730, their annuity 
of 1 60,000 /. (hould be reduced to 1 28,000 /. in 
refpefb of their capital of 3,200,000 /. being at 
the rate of four inftead of 5 per cent, intereft} 
that, upon a year's notice after Lady-Day i 736, 
their faid capital might be paid off by partial 
payments of. not lefs than 500,000/. at a time, 
and their faid annuity of 128,000/. to ceafe in 
proportion; and their exclufive privilege of 
trading to the Eall-Indies, (hould ceafe upon 
three years notice to be given to them after 
Lady-day 1766, and upon repayment of their 
faid capital, and all arrears of their faid annuity. 
How the company were induced to make all 
thefe concelfions, does not appear by the aft \ 
for they feem to have been as generous to the 
government at the time this aft was paflcd, as 


the government had been to them in the year 
1 7 12, when without any confickration, their 
txclufive trade was, by the ad lo Ann. ch. 2^. 
continued to them for ever^ and their annuity of 
1 60,000 /. made irredeemable before Lady-day 
1736. They took care, however, by this a£t, 
to have their corporation again eftabliihed for 
ever\ and that they might, after the ceafing of 
their exclufive privilege^ continue to trade to the 
Eaft-Indies as a corporation, in common with 
other of his majefty's fubjcfts trading to thofc 
parts. 

An a& for ratftng 550,000 /• hy Exchequer billsy to Chap. i6» 
wards the fupply granted to bis majefiy y and for 
the further application of the produce of the Jinking 
fund', for applying the arrears of former taxes^ 
&c. 

As by the reduction of th6 Eaft-India com- 
pany's annuity, mentioned in chap. 14. prece- ' 
ding, a faving was gained of 32,000/. per ann. 
therefore by this aft the treafury were impow- 
ered to raife 550,000 /. bv iflfuing Exchequer 
bills in the ufual way at any time before Chrift- 
ma$ 1730; to be repaid out of the firft aid to 
be granted after Michaelmas 1730 ; and, in the 
mean time, to be charged on the furplus monies 
to arife after Lady-day 1730, from the duties 
then charged with the Eaft-India company's an- 
nuity; after which this furplus was to attend 
the difpofition of parliament; fo that care was

In this feflion we had x\o lefs than three feleft 
and fecrct committees chofen by ballot, one 
for enquiring into the frauds of the charitable 
corporation •, one for enquiring into the frauds of 
the York-Buildings company, and one for en- 
quiring into the frauds and abufes in the cuftoms \ 
but none of them produced any remarkable

proper notice of their being removed j and this 
year feveral of the hundreds of the county of 
riorfolk applied fgr being relieved againft a 
lofs of this kind, amounting to 4412 i» 6 s. 
lid. T ; therefore in this feffion, when the 
Houfe was, April 2, to go into a committee oa 
the land-tax bill, a motion was made for an in- 
ftrudlion to the committee, to receive a claufe . 
to enable and dlredt the feveral commiflloners 
10 be appointed in the (aid bill, to nominate and 
appoint a receiver, or receivers-general for each 
county, riding, &fr. refpeftively, within Eng- 
land, and to make the laid refpedtive counucs^ 
fc?r. anfwerable for any deficiency that- might 
happen by fuch receiver; but upon putting 
the queftion, it pafled in the negative, though 
the method propofed has always been praftifed 
in Scptliand, without any inconvenience, and 
vith great fafcty to the people.

By this aft, a new divifion was made of the 
' South-Sea *- company's capital i for that which 
was then called South-Sea ftock, amounting to 
14,651,103/. 8/. id. was, after Midfummer 
1733, to be divided into four equal parts, three

With refpeft to thefe two afts, we muft re- 
colleft, that, upon the fuccefs of the young 


Chevalier, or Pretender, in ScotUnd, and his efhi 
tcring England, though his Ihtfc army neytf 
amounted to 5000 ef^edivc men, fach a pannid 
ieized the people of this country, that it was 
found impradlicable to borrow money afs ufuat 
from private hands, either . upon the ^land, or 
ttialt-tdx adts ; therefore application was madc^ 
and both mortgaged to the Bank^ for one mil" 
lion (fee the foUbwing aft; only at 4/. per cent, 
from which it is evident, that notwithftanding 
the many addreflfes, offering lives and fortunes^ 
there were very few who would venture any 
confiderable part of their fortune for the prefer- 
vation of our prefcnt happy eftablilhment.

The parliament called at Weftminfter* granted the 
king s^ fifteenth of all moveables, as well of clergy as 
laity, in the whole kingdom, for the grant, or confir*^ 
mation, of Magna Charter* The fame year there was ' 
» fortieth part of all moveables granted. M. Paris. 

In the yeHr 1226 the king wrote to his foreign \A- 
flipps.and clergy to give him a fifteenth of all their 
moveables, as the bilnops and clergy of England had 
then done. Pat. 1 1 A. ///. m. 2. 

The next year he compelled the crty of London to 
{>ay him 5060 marks, becaufe they had given as much 
to Lewis, late king of France, when he left England ; 
and levied a fifteenth. M. Paris* 

At the fame time he took from the burgefles of North- 
ampton an aid of 1200 /• befides one fifteenth. 

He likewife forced all religions, and beneficed clerkt* 
to pay a fifteenth, as well out of fpjrituals as temporals; 
and they who were onwilling to pay, were compelled 
either by the king^s authority or ecclefiaftical cen* 
fares. 

Soon after this the religious^ and others^ had notice, 
that unlefs they renewed their charters the old ones ^ 

Ihould be of no advantage to them ; and for the it*' 
. jiewal every one paid according to his faculty, at the 
diredlion of the j ufticiar y. M. Paris* 

In the year 1230 archbifliops, bilhops^ abbots, .and 

priors, gave- a great fum of money for recovering his 

rights beyond fea. At the fame time he put the ci« 

..tiscntf of London to grievous redemption^ and forced 

Ee 
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the Jews to pay him a third part of what they wefC 
worth. M* Paris. 

In the year 1231 the king required a fcutage of 
three marks of every knight's fee, of all that held ba* 
ronieSy as well prelates as laics : this was oppofed by 
the archbifhop of Canterbury and fome other bt(hopSt 
but was agreed to by ail the others. M, Paris. 

In a parliament held at Lambeth, in the year 1232, 
a fortieth part of all moveables, as well of ecclefiaftics 
as laics, was granted to the king, and was coUeded 
very foon after. M. Paris. 

In the year 1235 he had two marks of every plough- 
land, for the marriage of Ifabql his fifler to Frederic^ 
' emperor of Ge>many, and gave with her 30,000 
marks for her portion. ClaUf. 21. Hin, III. m. i. ^ 
m. 21. dorf. 

In tbe year 1237 a thirtieth part of all moveables 
was granted to the king*. M. Paris. 

In tbe year 1242 the king required a fcutage of three 
marks from every: knight's fee through all England. iSo 
M. Paris \ but others fay only twenty Ihillings. 

In a parliament held at London, in the year 1244$ 
twenty (hilliilgs of every knight's fee was granted to 
•the king for the marriage of his eldeft daughter. AL 
Paris. 

K'tn^ Ed- , III the year 1253 the clergy granted the tenth of all 

wafdi. ccclefiaftical revenues for three years, and the nobility 

three marks of every knight's i"ec, for the relief of the 

Holy Land, on the king's confirmation of Mopi^ 

\ Charta. M. Paris. 

In the year 1267 three years tenths of all church ref- 
venues were granted to the king by the pope. Cart. 51* 
; Hen. III. m. \o.fched. 

And in the year 1270 a twentieth part was granted 
the king. CI. 54. H. III. m. 2. dorfo. 

In his fourth year, A. D. 12769 he had a fifteenth 
granted him by the earls, barons, great men, and 
community of the. kingdom ; and by the archbiihop of 
Cantei'bury and bis fuffraggans, a fubfidy of their goods 
(not faid how much) as a free gift only, not to be 
drawn into example. 

In the 5th year the laity gaire htm the twelfth part of 
their goods towards carrying on the war in Wales. 

In the X itfa year» towards the war againft the Welfli« 
the laity gave him ^ tbirti6Ui> wd che clergy a 
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twentieth part of their goods. Pope Nicholas IV. 
granted .him a tenth of all ecclefiaftical benefices/ ac- 
cording to their true value, upon oath, throughout all 
all England ; to be received for the fpace of fix years 
next enfuing, for the relief of the Holy Land againft 
the Turks, 

In the 19th year the archbifliops, bifhbp^, abbots^ 
priors, earls, barons, and all others of the kingdom or 
government, granted a fifteenth of all their moveable 
goods. This tax was to recompence the king for. the 
lofs he had fuilained by the banifliment of the Jews. 
. In the 22d year the prelates and clergy granted the 
moiety 9, or half, of their benefices and gopds ; to be 
taken, one third part at the feaft of All Saints next 
coming ; the other third part, fifteen days after Eafter; 
ind the laft third part, fifteen days after St« John Bap- 
tift then next comings And in the fam<? year, at a 
parliament holden on the twelfth of November at 
Weftminfter, when four knights were fummoned from 
every county, to confult and confentto fuch things as 
the earls, barons, and great men fhbuld ordain, for 
themfelve^s and the communities of the countiesi^they 
gave the king a tenth part of their moveable goods. In 
the fame month the city of London granted a fixth 
part of their moveable goods, as a fubfidy toward the 
war. About the fame time there were commifficftiers 
appointed to require, in perfon, the men of all his de- 
mefne cities and towns in all the counties of England, 
by all ways they (hould fee expedient, to grant a fixth 
part, as London had done, that it might (hew example 
to others of his demefne towns. 

In his 23d year the clergy gave the king a tenths 
the earls, barons, and knights, and others of the king- 
dom, gave an eleventh ; and the citizens andburgefles, 
and other good men of his demefnes, gave him a fe- 
venth of their moveable goods. 

I. In the 24th year the earls, barons, knights, and 
others of the kingdom, gave a twefth part ; the citi- 
zens, burgefTes, and tenants of his demefnes, gave an 
eighth part. The clergy gave nothing, by reafon of 
an inhibition the a;;chbi(hop had obtained from pope 
Boniface ; which he caufed to be publiflied at this time 
in all the cathedrals. ; 

In his 25th year, he had a ninth of all. the laity, and 
a tenth of the clergy, for the confirmation of the 
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Great Cliartcr, and the Charter of the Forcfts j thrf 
clergy of the province of Conterbury gave a tentb^ 
and the |)Tovince of York a fifth. 

In hid 29th year, upon his confirmation Of the per« 
ambulations of the forefts, the liity g«ve him a fif- 
teenth of their moveables. Robert de Winchelfea, 
archbifhopof CaQterbury, would grant nothring for the 
clergy without the fpccial licence of the pope. 

In his 3id year, the king being in Scotland, com<^ 
miilioners were appointed to tax cities, boroughs, and 
his demefnes in ctthes and boroughs, either capitation 
by poll) or in common, as it might* turn moft to bis 
advantage. 

In the ^d year, the king having fummoned a par- 
liament at Wcftminfter, to raife money for the war 
againft the Scots, there was given him by the clergy, 
nobilit)', and knights of the (hires, the thirtieth penny 
of all their moveable goods j and, at the fame time, the 
citizens and burgcflcs gave a twentieth part of the fame 
cftates.. In this parliament, alfo, the archbifho^s, bi- 
Ihops, prelates, carls, barons, and other tenants^of his 
demefiies, petitioned, that they might have leave tota- 
liate their tenants of the fame dcniefnes, as he had ta- 
liated them ; and it was granted. And about this time 
he had a fifteenth granted to hint in parliament. 

In the 34th year, the king intending to knight bit 
elded fon, fummoned the archbifliopS) bifliops, ab- 
bots, priors, earls, barons, and other great men, to 
grant ah aid iTpotl that occafion. He alfo fent to all 
the (herifl^s of England, to caufe to come two knights 
of every county^ and of every city two citizens, and of 
each borough one or two burgefies, as the borough was 
greater or lefs. The prelate.^, earls, barons, and other 
great men, and alfo the knights of the Ihites, unani- 
moufly granted to the king, for themfelves and the 
whole community of the kingdom, a thirtieth part of 
all their temporal moveable goods, &c. for a competent 
aid towards the knighthood of his fon, and alfo for an 
aid towards his expences, which he was to be at in th^ 
war with Scotland. The citizens and burgefies alfo 
unanimoufly granted a twentieth. . 

A late hiftorian remarks, that, by the fummbning 

of knights, citizens, and burgefies to parliament, in 

this king's reign, the government became a compound 

• ' - ©f three priiicipal kintls : The king, as^ fovcreign, re- 
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-prcdfcttted monarchy; the jords, ^riftocracy; ^nd the ^ 
commopsi democracy. The executive power was ' 
fyltly ifl the ;king by his fworn officers, froip whence 
c^cne this. grao4 oiaxim x>f the law of England^ that 
Jhekingcsn d^ no wrong. The balance and meafurc 
of powder 4 n the government w«is in the king, church, 
and noKility, to the proportion of above two. third? of 
the J,apded intereft^ but not one third in the com- 
pions. ' . . , 

In bis i& year, the earls, barons, knights, ^n4 all Edw. II. 
others of the kingdom, . granted a twentieth, part of 
(their niovcab^es, except their armour, war-horfes, 
jewejs, robes, and veffqls of gold ai^ filver, of knights 
and other freemen, and of their wives. And the citi- 
zens, burgeiTes', and tenapts of the Ancient demefnes 
o£*the,crown, granted a fifteenth part of their move- 
ables ; as alfo did the clergy, 

■ In his 2d^ yeair^ the laity granted a twenth-fifth of 
their moveables. 

In his 7th year the earls, barons, knights, freemen, 
^nd commons of the counties, gave a twentieth part of • 
their goeds ; and the citizens apd burgefTes, and com* 
munities of cities and boroughs; gave a fifteenth. 

In bis 8th. year he had a twentieth part (^f the move- 
ables of the ' laity, granted by the' commons of the 
counties of the kingdom afiembled in parh'amenf. 

In ,his 9th ye^r he had gratited a fiftefehtli part, of 
the citizens, burgcffesi' and tenants in ancient demef- 
nes, for hfs war with the- Scots, in the parliametit held 
at Lincoln j the fame yeaV the community of the king- 
' dom, or the milit^ary-men, were then alfo furhmoned to 
do their iervice. 

In his 15th year the prelates and clergy of both 
provinces met in two fynods, or convocations, the one 
at Lincoln, the other at York} the former of which , 
the archbi(bop of Canterbury was immediately to fum- 
mon, ta treat of a competent aid to be granted tb him 
towards his expedition agaitift the Scots, vvho had then 
invaded England ; in which writs, as it were for a dl- 
rediion, he recites that the prelates, earls, baron^, no- 
blemen, and the commons granted him a tenth part of 
the goods bf the comnaunity or body of the kingdom, 
and a fixth part of the goods of citizens^ burgeflbs, and 
tenants of ancient demefnes. 

E c 3 . ' ^ 
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In his 25th and 26th years, the great men of the 
re^lmy and the commonality^ granted the king three 
tenths and three fifteenths, to be paid in three years. 

In his 27th year the king made it his reqaeft, that 
the prelates, great men, and commons, would grape 
him the fubiidy of wool-fells and and leather, for 
fome time ; to which prayer they unanimoufly con* 
fented, and granted that fubfidy 10 manner as it 
had been received before that tkn^ for three years tQ 
come. 

In his 29th year the commons came into the pre- 
fence of the king, prelates, and great men, afiembled 
in the IFhiu Chambtr^ and having there a fliort confe- 
rence with the great men, granted unanimoufly the 
fubfidy on wool, leather, and wool-fells, for fix years 
next coming, 501. on each fack, fo as, during chat 
time, no other impofitions or charges be put upon the 
faid commons. 

In his 36thyear the great men and commons granted 
unto the king, of every fack of wool tranfported, 20 j, 
•of every three hun(}red wool-fells, 20 j. and of every 
laft of leather, 40 f. befides the andent cuftom of half 
a mark 9 fack of all denizens, and 10 j. for ftrangers | 
half a mark for every three hundred wooKfells of de- 
nizens, and 10 X. of nrangers ; and one mark for every 
laft of leather of denizens, and 20 J. of ftrangers,/or 
three years. 

In his 42d year the prelates and great men, havinji; 
had full deliberation with the commons, granted the 
fubfidy on wool, wool-fells, and leather,* for two 
years ; of every fack of wool, and every twelve 
fcore of wool-fells, 16 f. 6.^. of every laft of leather, 
4/. befides the ancient cuftoms as before. 

In his 43d year the lords and commons granted to 
him the fubfidy as above for three years ; of every fack 
of wool, 43 s. 4rf. which pafled beyond fca; of every 
twelve fcore of wool-fells as much 5 and otevery laft 
of leather, 4 1, befides the ancient cuftom ; of ftxangerS| 
for every fack of wool, four marks ; of every twelve 
fcore of wool-fells, four marks ; and of every laft of 
leather, eight marks, befides the ancient cudom. 

In his 45th year the great men and commons granted 
a fubfidy of 50,009/. to be levied of every parifli of 
the land 22 /• 3^. fo as the pariftes of greater value 
•^otild contribute rateably to tiiofe of lefs value. This 
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$2 J. 3^. anfwered.not the fum of 50,ooq/. aad there- 
fore, not long after; at Winchefter, the great men ^nd 
commons granted i id /. out of every parifh, the 22 s. 
3^. being con>prize^ ih'it, fo as the pariflies^ of greater 
value (bpuld contribute to thpfeof lefs. ,The clergy , 
alfo gave the ting a tax oj 50,000/, on their ^^Q^^f 
to which rate even chantry priefts were not fpared. 

In his 46th year the lords and commons grarjted fpr 
two years' the fubfidy op wool, leather, and wool-fells,^ 
9s it was granted in the forty-third year. And for tb^t 
.this fubfidy proved not fufficient for th^ king's ex- 
pences, they granted a fifteenth for one year, to be le- 
vied as the laft was! Befides this, the citizens and 
burgcffes in the parliament, for the fafe' convoying qf 
their (hips and goods, granted 2 s, uppn every tun qf 
ivine^ and 6 d. in the pound on all good$ fpr ^ 
year. 

In hi9 47th year the lords and comrpons granted 2l 
fifteenth, as it had b^en in ancient manner levied, fqr 
,two years ; they ^Ifo gaVe tonnage and poundage .fpr 
two years, as it was given the laft yc^r, of all iper- 
chandizes exported and imported, except wool/^ool- 
fells, and leath.er, and then granted the fubfidy of them 
for the next year coming. 

In his 50th year the lords a;id compions granted the 
fubfidy on wool, leather, and wool-fells, for three 
years, as it had been granted in the forty-feventh year* 

In his 51ft year the lords and comn^ons granted hini 
4^, of every perfon of the kingdom, males and fe- 
males, above the age of fourteen years, except very 
' beggars ; and then they defired to be cxcufed that they 
could give no greater fubfidy, becaufe of their prefent 
grievous neceifities, 

Notwithftanding thefe^reat and numerous taxations 
on the public, in ^his king's time, by reafonof his al« 
moft continual wars, his treafury was fo 9iuch ex- 
haufted, that he was driven to fucK neceffity as to 
pawn his crown thrice; firft, in hh 17th year, beyond 
the feas ; again, in his 24th year, fo fir John Weftcn- 
bam, his merchant ; and in his 30th to the fame pef- 
- Ton, in whofe hands it then lay eight years.

In his firft year he had two fifteenths without cities Ricliard 
and boroughs, and two tenths witiiin cities and bo- II« 
roughs for two years granted him ; and in the fanle 
year a poll-tax was granted for the war againft 
France, 

The next year the former fubfidy of wool, leather^ 
and wool-fellsy was granted for three years; alfo 6//. 
in the pound on all merchandize imported and exported 
for one year. ' 

In his third year the parliament granted to the king 
one fifteenth and a half, without: the cities and bo« 
roughs, and one tenth and a half within thofe p)aces j 
and' the -fuhfidies on wool, leather, and wool-fells, 
for one year more. 

In his fourth year there was a capttation-tax of three 
groats of every perfon of the kingdom, male or fe- 
male, of the age of fixteen years, of what ftate and 
condition foever, except beggars. This was granted 
for the expedition into Brittany ; but occafioned an 
infuri-edlion under Wat Tyler and Jack Straw. They 
alfo renewed the old fubfidy on wool, &c. 

In his fixth year the former fubfidy on wool and 
leather was farther continued for four years,, for the 
affiftance of the Portugueze j and the fame year a 
tenth and a fifteenth was granted for the war mth 
France. 

In bis feventh year there was granted two half 
fifteenths, with tonnage and poundage as before, for 
the war. The fame year the parliament gave the king 
the moiety of a tenth and a fifteenth againft Scotland 
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wd France ; aind afterwardt^ for the fame purpofe, 
two fifteenths.

In his tenth year the parliament granted half 9 temii , 
on fpirituals, and half a fifteenth on all temporalji. ^ 
They likewife gave him of every ton of wine imported 
or exported 31. and 12^. on every pound of mer- . 
chandize. 

~ Cn his eleventh year there was granted half a tenth 
and half a fifteenth ; and alfo a fubfidy upon leather, 
.wool, and wool-fells, with (onnage and poundage 9s

^ In his twelfth ye^r there was granted to the king 

half a tenth from the clergy, and half a fifteenth frofn 
the laity, in order tQ carry on th^ war againft Scotland 
for the n^t year. ' I 

In his thirteenth year there was a fubfidy granted of 
2y* A^* OD every fack of wool exported^ qf natives; 
36/. %d. of ftrfingers; of every- laft of leather, five 
marks from the former, and half a mark more of. the 
latter. Wool^fells, &c. 240 were t^xed theiamefis 
wool. Wine per ton y. and 6^. a pound on dry 
goodst 

In^his fourteenth year the parliament grantjed to the 
king, on every fack of wool 43/. 4^. for denizens \ 
for aliens 46/. 8i. on every laft of leather, i|xjn^i[i:s 
for denizens, and feven marks for aliens ; on .j^x^ry 
240 wooUfells, ^c. 431. 4 J. for deni^ns, sind 46^^' 
7^. for aliens ; wine, the iame as before j hut mer- 
chandize izd, per pound. 

In bis fifteenth year the lords and commons granted 
to the king.half a tenth and half a fift^^nth, with one 
.other whbile tenth,- as it is called, and one fifteenth; 
conditionaily. That if the king went not p^rfonaUy 
into France j}x Scotland againft his enemies, or thfC 
peace was made, then the faid fubfidies.ihoiild remaia 
to be employed uptP/U the fole defence of the realm* 
In hisfixteentb year they gave him the fame fubfi^f 
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H wsfs granted ift the eleventh ycir of his reign, for 
three years, together with half a tenth and hajf a 
fifteerith. 

In his feventeenth year, the commons granted thc^ 
king, for three years, a fiibfidy upon i¥ool, wool-fells^ 
&c. 3^ updh every toti of wine, and iid. upon evisry 
pound of merchandize, as in the eleventh year of his 
reign ; fo as this money fhould only be employed for 
ehe defence of the resilm. 

The clergy granted alfo a full tenth, if the king 
weht over, othcrwife only half a tenth. 

• In his eighteenth year the^clergy gave a tenth, and p 
the commons a fifteenth. , ^ 

• In his twentieth year the parliament granted ii^* 
in the pound of all merchandize imported, arid 3;^ 
per pound on. every ton of wine for three years ttf 
come. ' * 

The clergy ,alfo gave half a tenth on their tempo-i 
ratitibs. 

'And in his twenty-firft ]^ar the king had granted 
him the fubfidy on wool, Jeather, and wooUfells for 
his life; With one whole tenth ai^ fifteenth, and half 
a tenth and fifteenth. But this extravagant grant was 
made one of the articles againft this unhappy prince 
in the fucceeding reign. 

Towards forming fome notion of the valuc'of theft

teenth. 

In his fecond year, a fubfidy was granted of one 
tenth, and one fifteenth;' 25. on every ton of wine, 
and 8^. in the pound on merchandize. 

In his fourth year there was granted to the kingi 
the ufual fubfidy on wools, wool-felI% ancf (kins, for 
three years; aHa 31. on every ton of wine$ and iid* 
in the pound on merchandize, bcfides a tenth and a 
fifteenth. 

In his fifth year there was a tax of 201. on every 
knight's fee, and 20^. of every one that bad 20/. 
lands a year, and i s. in the pound for money or goods« 
and fo upwards according to that rate : but the record 
of this fubfidy was burnt by order of the parliament 
that granted it; 

In bis fixth year he had two tenths and two fif- 
teenths; alfo fhe fubfidy on wools, wool-fells, and 
(kins ; that is, of every denizen, for each fack of wool 
43/. 4^/. for every 240 wool-fells, the like fum, and 
for every lad of (kins, 5/. of aliens, loi. more; to 
fubfift for two years : 3/. on every ton of wine, im- 
ported or exported, and 12^. in the pound on mer- 
chandize. 

In his feventh year there was granted a fubfidy of 
one tenth and one fifteenth, befides the ufual grant 
.upon wools, &c. 

In his ninth year, he had one entire fifteenth and 
tenth, and one half fifteenth and tenth ; with the fame 
fubfidy ^s in the laft parliament, for two years. 

In his eleventh year the fame tax was grantc^l; 
And, 

In his thirteenth year, it was again repeated, with 
the addition of 6 s. id. upon every owner of lands of 
20/. a year, clear cftate. 

Towards forming fome notion of the value of tbefe 
taxes, take the following account of

|)riories alien, who depended on fome capital abbies 
in Normandy, that received the profits of them, (hould 
be vefted in the king for carrying on a war againft 
France. . 

The fame year the parliament granted him two 
whole tenths and two whole fifteenths, to be levied 
on the laity. 

In his third year, in a parliament called by John 
duke of Bedford, then regent, there was granted the 
fame fubfidy on wool, &c. with the iame tonnage 
and ppundage as in his firft year, but to hold during 
the king's life. They alfo gave one fifteenth and one 
tenth to fupport the war againft France. 

In his fourth year he had two whole tenths and two . 
fifteenths, to be levied on the lajty ; the clergy alfo 
granted two tenths on their own body :' but this be- 
ing not fufficient, he was obliged to pawn his crowa 
and jewels to carry on the French war. 

In his fifth year he had two fiill tenths and fifr 
teenths. 

His fixth year was wholly fpent on the conqueft of 
France. But, 

In his feventh year the parliament g^ahted to hi» 
majefty one fifteenth and one tenth, and one third 
. part of another tenth'and fifteenth. 

In his ninth year he had one. tenth and one fifteenth. 
The clergy a tenth. 

Our hiftorians are very deficient in noting the prices 
of provifions in this reign ; their pens are fo employed 
in defcribing the glorious vi£lories of this Engliih 
hero, that they feem almoft to have forgot domeftic 
affairs. Fabian's Chronicle, however, tells us, that, 
in the year 1416^ wheat was fo dear as to be fold for 
161. a quarter : and that in 1422, it fold for 8^. and 
' male at 5 J. A ram fold alfo for 8i; and by the par- 
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Ihvntnt rolls we find that Cafcoigtic win<s were or- 
d^rtd to be fold for 6d. a gallon i RhenHh arid 
Rochelle w'ints at 4V.

In his third year the former fubfidies on wools wertf 
granted for three years longer, and tonnage and 
poundage for one year, upon condition that foreign!

In his fourth year the fame fubfidy on wools, &g. 
with tonnage and poundage, was granted for two 
years, as in the preceding parliaments. 

In his fixth year the parliament granted a fubfidy of 
3 J. a ton for all wine imported, and js. in the pgund 
for all merchandize. Befldes this, there was an un* 
common fort of a tax granted by this parliament, in 
the nature of a poll-tax, that all inhabitants, houfe^ 
holders, within every parifh of the realm, cities and 
boroughs excepted, fo that there h6 ten perfons keep- 
ing houfe in fiich parilb, (hall pay to the king 6s, SJ. 
for their gooas and ipoveables : and over that every 
honfeholder inhabiting in each pariib where there are 
ten of them, and whofc churches extend to the value 
often mirks, fhall pay to the king 131.
